opened fou business. 

Tho Commonwealth Avenue Street 
R ill way began mining regular cars last 
Saturday, one every half hour, from 
Auburn stroet to L »ko street in Brighton, 
and the otis will be increase i a* patmu- 
age demands. 

There is no railroad around Boston 
that runs through a more attractive 
stretch of country, with more beautiful 
and oxtended views, and this in itself 
wiii attract a large number of patrous, 
especially in the summer season. When 
the line is extended to Charles River, 
and tho West End lays its tracks to con- 
nect with the Reswvoir end of tho road, 
tho business will bo largely increased. 

Last Saturday at :l o’olock, a special 
car was waiting at Newtonvillo, to con- 
vey a largo number of prominent railroad 
officials, representatives of tho city coun- 
cil and directors of tho company, over 
the road, to inspect the road bod, aud 
equipments of the road. 

The company filled the handsome car, 
aud reached tho boulevard by way of 
Walnut Btreet, whence a turn was made 
towards tho Boston end of tho road, now 
at Lake street, Brighton, along side of 
the reservoir. Bostou is at work on tho 
extension of Commonwealth avenue 
across the reservoir grounds, and when 
this street is comp eted, the West End 
will lay a connection with the Newton 
road, giving Nowton patrous a direct 
lino to Boston. The transfer will he 
made under shelter, and this will bo a 
popular route for visitors to Boston. 
Until the West. End tracks are laid, con- 
nection with the Chestnut hill terminus 
is made by barges. 

The guests spent a short time looking 
over this oud of the lino, aud the car then 
started hick up the hill, from the sum- 
mit of which is one of the most beauti- 
ful views to be found iu the vicinity of 
Boston. On a clear day Mr. Wucbusett 
can be seeu, and a wide stretch of couu- 
t try including Prospect Hill in Waltham 
and the line of hills beyond. Tuo car 
had no difficulty in mourning the grades 
along the aveuue, and the four aud one 
half miles to Auburn street in Auburn- 
dale were soon covered. The beautiful 
country all along the route was com- 
mented on by the party, as it comprises 
the most desirable sites for houses in 
Newton, which is saying a good deal. 

The smoothness and solidity of the 
road bed was highly praised, and showed 
that the directors had not spared ex- 

f tense in its construction. The rails are 
aid in a space between the two roads on 
the avenue, some 30 feet wide, which is 
to be grassed over, and trees have been 
planted on either side, so that it wi.l be 
very attractive in Bummer. 

Returning to Washington street, 
through the courtesy of the Wellesley 
& Boston and the Wellesley & Natick 
roads, a clear track was given to a point 
beyond Wellesley College, the quick ruu 
being much eujoyed. Returning, the car 
rant) ick to the Newton Clubhouse, and 
the three hours trip iu the sharp air 
made the lunch that was served in the 
Clubhouse very acceptable. 

The road is equipped with five box 
cars of twenty-five horse power aud 
seven opeD cars of thirty horse power. 
Opportunity was given "to inspect the 
workings of the car which were careful- 
ly explained by PreBideut A. D. Claliin 
and Superintendent McLain.

L4NODON W. MOORE NEVER ASSOCIATED 
WITH HIM IN PLANNING SAFE-GLOW- 
ING .ton. 


Lattgdon W. Moore camo out to Now- 
ton on Tuosday, accompanied by a 
Herald reporter, to seo City Marshal 
Richardson, and prove his statement 
that ho was in uo way connected with 
young Adams, who is accused of the 
safe- blowing job in the Life Insurance 
office in Eliot block. Mr. Moore Is a 
gentlemanly appealing man, with white 
hair aud a white mustache, and the last 
man one would suspect of being a 
burglar, although he mado his namo 
famous throughout the couutry some 
years ago, for breaking into banks. But 
ho gave that all up somo years ago, and 
has since been loading a quiet life, sup- 
porting himself by the sale of his hook, 
which gives an account of his life. 

Adams claimed to ho a “pal” of 
Moore’s, and that tho latter had helped 
him to plan burglaries, and had intro- 
duced him to Myron J. DollofT. 

Mr. Moore says ho never met a young 
m n oy the name of Adams, and was 
confounded wheu he read Adams’ story, 
ns ho knpw nothing of him. He had met 
nuother Newton young man, who called 
on him to talk about his book, and from 
the pic uro of Adams in the papers he 
thought this might have been he, though 
tho card bore another name. He came 
out to Newton to seo this young man, 
and found that evidently Adams had 
stolon or borrowed the card and passed 
himself off uuder another name, when 
be came to see him. 

Mr. Moore says 

“The otto point I caunot explain in tho 
story of this boy is the question: How 
he knew I was going to, or was in New 
Orleaus, I certainly did not tell him. I 
did not tell any one in Bostou. It was 
not because I was afraid, but because I 
did not care to get a lot of notoriety. I 
did not declare to nuy one in Boston au 
intention of departing, and I am as much 
mystified as any one on that particular 
point— how this hoy knew of it. 

“I met there a number of people from 
Bostou, as well as from other soottons of 
the country, aud it is possiblo, of course, 
that in this way he learned where I wan, 
but his story that he was goi ng to joiu 
me thero is a lie from begiuuing to end, 
as well as his statement that 1 wrote or 
wired to him from Now York or New 
Orle ms. 

“This loads up to his statement of his 
acquaintance with me, aud I probed that 
matter to the bottom this afternoon. On 
Oct. 19, I received a letter from Newton, 
addressed to me at my former lodgings 
on Warrouton street, asking me where 
tho writer could get a copy of my bodk. 

I replied that 1 wonld send a cony ou re- 
ceipr of price, and a day or two later I 
received a money order, and au address 
to which to f irward the book. I for- 
warded the book without delay, aud 
thought no more about the matter, until 
some days later, when, as I was standing 
iu a bar-room, talking with somo fiiends, 
a young man walked up to mo and hand- 
ed me a cud, stating, that ho had sunt 
for a hook from Newtek, and wanted to 
talk with me about it. 

“The name ou the card was the same 
as that of the writer of tho letter. The 
card further stated that tho person whose 
name it bore was a correspondent for a 
Boston paper. The young man was an 
excellent ialkor, and really impressed 
me with his bearing. He was oueof the 
brightest chaps I ever saw. He said he 
wanted a story on some points in the 
book which were not quite clear to him, 
and 1 talked the matter over with him. 
He came two or three times to seo me, 
an i his talk ran to a considerable extent 
on explosives. He wanted to know my 
opinion regarding several different kinds, 
but I told him that I only used gun- 
powder when I was in the busluess, and 
that I knew nothiug of tho value of any 
other. Ho finally got so persistent that 
I told him that I had told in the book all 
that I was going to, and that if ho felt 
he had not got his money’s worth I 
would refund his paym mt to him if he 
would send b ick the book. 

“This tulk, I think, took place some 
time later iu November. Iu December I 
weut away, and heard nothing more 
ftom him until I read in the New Orleans 
papers of the charges he made against 
me. I could not recall him at first, and 
I did not know Dolloff under the name 
of Stevens, so I said very truly at the 
time that I did not know either of the 
parlies mentioned. 

“Theu I recollected about the young 
fellow who had written from Newtnu, 
but I could not recall his name. I felt 
that I could fiud his card in my belong- 
ings when I returned, aud tho first thi ig 
I did wheu I reached Bust *n on Monday 
was to look over my effects. Sure 
enough, there was the c ir t lie gave me, 
together with the loiter I had received 
from Newton. The same uama whs ou 
both the letter and tho card, aud my first 
impression was that Adams had prepared 
both, and was masquerading under that 
title. When I investigated, however, I 
found that a youug man iu Newton, who 
knew Adams, had sent tor the book, uud 
that it was the card of this young mau 
that Adams, without his authority, pre- 
sented to me. 

“That settles that part of the matter. 
I knew Adams, hut 1 knew him oulv ac- 
cording t t the name ou his card, aud my 
acqu iintance was so short, and so far 
tro u being intimate, that I could not re- 
call the name he gave me when he called 
on tne. All the information he over got 
front me he got on the representation 
that he was a reporter for a Bostou 
paper, aud was desirous of getting a 
story. I certainly never wanted him as a 
partner. As I said to the city marshal, 
I have not been engaged in any orimiual 
work since 1879. Had 1 been disposed 
to do so, I could hav < found many older 
and more experienced partners than this 
boy.” 

Mr. Moore says that he knew Dolloff 
when iu prison, hut thought he had given 
up the business after getting out. He 
may possibly have introduced Adams to 
him iu the har-room where the hoy 
found him, but does not think so; but 
the lack of au introduction would uot 
phase so confident a fellow as Adams 
seemed to he. lie, however, knew 
nothiug of any plans ’he two had, aud iu 
fact had not beeu in Newton iu 30 years.

GRAVEL DtOGXKI UNEARTH BODIES OF 
MURDERED BESSONS. 


Workmen uuoai tiled a skoleton in tho 
gravel pit. on Washington streot, Ail- 
hurndale, opposite Woodland Park 
Hotel, about 7 a, m. Tuesday. The dis- 
covery was communicated to the pol<oe, 
nnd tho remains wero dug up and carried 
to tho police station. The skeleton was 
in a remarkably good state of preserva- 
tion nnd was perfoct, except for tho 
absence of the feet and Ir g bones. 

One side of the head was crushed in rb 
by a blow' from a heavy, blunt iustru- 
mont. The bones were evidently those 
of a woman about 35 years old, and had 
been buried about 30 or 40 years. 

Tho body had evidently never been 
enclosed in a box, and was found uot 
more than three feet umder the surface. 

Tuesday nfternoou the workmen dis- 
covered a second skeleton in the gravel 
pit. Tho two were taken in charge by 
the police, after being viewed by Medical 
Examiner Meade, aud will bo handed 
ovor to the poor authorities for burial in 
the Potter's field. 

The second skeleton is that of a large, 
well-grown tnan, evidently in middle 
life, and buried evidently about 30 
years. 

The spot whore the man's skeleton was 
found was only about ten feot distant 
from where the woman’s skolettn was 
unearthed in tho morning. These bones 
lay only a few inches below thesoilj and 
bore marks of severr.l old fractures. 

The condition of the remains has led 
to the belief that both tho man and wo- 
man wore victims of foul play. Tho 
spot whore the two skcletous were futiud 
was covered until recently by t.nck 
woods, arid no one among the oldest 
residents ot Wost Newton can he found 
who can recall any burial iu this lc 
cality. 

The finding of these remains has re- 
vived the old stories of »he "haunted 
bouse” at Auburndale, which is close to 
where tho bodies were found If is ore. 
of the oldest houses iu this section. It 
is generally regarded, even by those who 
have no faith iu ghost stories, as rern.wk- 
ablo that the bodies should have been 
found just hack of this house, 

A quarter of a century ago the house 
was an obj-ct of dread to children and 
superstitious persons, and was avoided 
after nightfall. At tne period in ques- 
tion. people who occupied the house told 
of strauge noises and calls for help com- 
ing from the woods' back of the our 
buildings. Occupant after occupant left 
tho house on account of those sounds, 
and the building remained vacant for a 
number of years.

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THE SINGLE TAX. 


BOMB AHOUMKNTS ON TIIK OIMIKIl HIDE 
OF THE QUESTION. 


To the Editor of the Oraphlc:— 

It is claimed for the single tnx system. 
A— That it will practioally confiscate 
all uuooonpied land held for speculation. 

B— That it will cause rents to be 
lowored. 

C— That by moans of freo trade it will 
reduce the price of all tho necossnries of 
life. 

D— That it will ruise wages, and in- 
oroaso the nnmbor, nnd improve the 
quality of buildings. 

E— That it will help to abolish poverty. 
It’s axioms nre, 

A— That tho land having been created 
by God for the benefit of tho whole 
human race, should lie free to all men, 
and should pay a tax to the govermont 
amounting to tho full rental value of tho 
land, without the improvements there- 
on. 

B— That all personal property of overy 
description, is, by its nature, as tho pro- 
duct of industry, untaxablo. 

C— That there should be no duty on 
exports, or imports, and no internal 
revenue tax. 

The lecturers, and pamphleteers of the 
single tax propaganda usually commence 
by citing the cases of the Duke of 
Argyle, Scully, Astor, Vanderbilt, and 
other largo land owners, and stating the 
immense number of acres they possess, 
and then they ask, “Is this right?” 

Conveying an idea to the casual mind 
that if the single tax Bystem was in force 
these owners would be competed to re- 
linquish a part of their land for the use 
of tho people. 

Now, whether ‘‘this is right” or not. 

If wo are to take tiie single tax pam- 
phleteers’ owu statements, under tho 
single tax these large land owners could 
hold as much terra (Irma ns they do 
now, for on page 103 of ‘‘Natural Taxa- 
tion” they say: 

“Thus the farmers would save much 
more than one third of their present tax 
burdens by the concentration of taxes on 
grouud reuts alone.” 

Now if a farmer, holding a farm, say 
of two hundred aores, could save say 
more than one third of his taxes, under 
the single tax system, his buildings be- 
ing worth, say fllteen hundred dollars, 
and the land worth four thousaud 
dollars, or say with the present system, 

A tax on buildings at §0. on 1000 on 1500— $13.50 
“ *' " land at " " " “ 4000- 30.00 

Total tax $49.50 

Deduct at single tax rates 1-3 or 10.50 

Leaves $33. 0J 

this would be the whole tax on tho land 
with the house on it under the single tax 
system. 

Now if the house was off tho laud 
the tax would bo just the $33. on the 
land alone, or in other words the vacant 
farming land would be taxed $3. less 
under the single tax Bystem than under 
the present one. 

Now, all, or most, of these large tracts 
of land held by the Duke of Argyle, and 
the other millionaires mentioned, are 
land ouly adapted to farming, or grazing, 
so that their taxes would be actually de- 
creased uuder the siugle tax mode. 

But it some poor widow was left in 
possession of a lot of unimproved land iu 
a city, if the land was valuable it might 
result in practical confiscation. 

Or suppose that a laboring man has, 
with much toil und economy, ’saved 
enough mouey to purchase a small lot of 
land. 

His first act after buying the land, 
wouid be to borrow enough money, with 
the value of the laud as equity, to build 
him a house. 

What savings bank or capitalist would 
loau money on a lot of land, when the 
state had a right to tax tho land for its 
full rental value? 

Then as the tax would fall so heavily 
on the unoccupied land in cities, the 
tendency would bo, to build houses, for 
the poor especially, on ns small Iocs as 
possible, thereby defeating au idea, 
which is now popular, and with reason, 
namely, to give every human being 
plenty of space, light, and air. 

The single tax lecturers ask “why are 
the vaoant spaces on the Back Bay not 
buiitovei?” 

Well, for the same reason that the 
whole state of Massachusetts is not built 
over, because there is not phpulutiou 
enough to fill the houses aud empty 
houses, too many of them, do not always 
attract population, but sometimes just 
the contrary, aud the enforcement of the 
single tax law would be moie likely, tor 
the reasons before mentioned, to result 
in the buildiu of twelve story apart- 
ment houses, and hotels, crowded as 
closely together us the law would allow, 
than iu the spreading of tbe oity. 

While the farmers might bold larger 
farms, tbe squalid tenements oi tbe poor 
would be jammed into the smallest con- 
ceivable space, to save laud. 

Here is another case; let us suppose 
that a laboring nrau owns the equity of a 
bouse worth, say, two thousand dollars, 
with tbe laud worth one thousand more; 
total value three thousand dollars. 

He has borrowed on this, his home- 
stead. on mortgage, two thousaud 
dollars. The mortgage falls due, but iu 
tbe mean time, tbe single tax law h is 
been passed, putting a tax to the aiuouut 
of the full rental value on tbe laud upon 
which tbe bouse is built. What bank 
would loan him tbe same sum ou a 
diminished security? 

Then the mortgagee takes possession, 
but the vulue of all real estate lias de 
predated so, that wheu the mortagee 
sells the property, he cannot get buck 
the mouey thut he has loaned. 

If this is not confiscation what is? 
The original owner has lost his home- 
stead, and the mortgagee purl of his 
money, 

The single tax advooateH boast that 
“tbe real estate owners cannot escape. 

I do uot think they could, but they 
would, do ubtlees, in many cum s, try to, 
aud there would be such a tumble iu the 
real estate maiket, titty per cent, at 
I ust, caused by the small owners all try- 
ing to sell out at once ; that persons dis 
posed to speculate, if they had their as 
setts iu uutaxablu hank stock, for in- 
stance, could make money hy buying up 
real estate, aud then getting the law re- 
pealed. 

With regard to thu abolition of the in- 
ternal revenue tax. it would bu well for 
temperance people, and all others, to 
consider wh t the effect would be, of re- 
ducing the price of whiskey to the price 
of from 10 ceuts to 40 ceuts pur gallou. 

The siugle tux udvuuatus buy thut “the 
cheapness of whiskey would cause the 


drinking of it to become unfashionable, 
and that the “gilded palace” style of 
saloon, would coase to exist, and the 
drunkardH would reform. 

But If what wo read in tho papers is 
true, this has not been the ease in Ken- 
tucky or in other pi ices where moon- 
light whiskey is sometimes made. 

Tho free trade portion of the single 
tax theory, I have scarcely patience to 
discuss. 

Any person who can look on the ruin 
and destruction, caused during the last 
lew years, by a comparatively small re- 
duction of the tariff, and can then advo- 
cate free trade, would deserve sil tho 
misfortunes that free trade would bring 
on tbe country. 

Tho ndvooates of tho single tax are 
constantly proclaiming that “the single 
tax is a roligiou” it may be a religion, 
but it is not according to the Bible. 

I would call their attention to the 
story of “Naboth’s Vineyard,” and also 
to Deuteronomy xix: 14 “Thou shalt not 
temovc thy neighbor’s land mark which 
they of old time have set in thine inheri- 
tance, which thou shalt. inherit in the 
land which tbe Lord thy God giveth 
thee to pose css it.” 

Also on the year of jubilee if any 
man’s land had become alienated, it was 
to be returned to him without cost. 

The single tax advocates together with 
the socialists, claim that “tbe land be- 
longs to the publio,” because “the solo 
value which attaches to it, is derived 
from the population, and tho results of 
labor that surround it. 

Lot us see if this is true. Suppose 
that 1 reside on a piece of laud, or eveu 
own it, or cultivate it. 

My neighbors on three sides are Smith, 
Brown and Joucs, on tho fourth side is 
the publio highway. Smith benefits my 
land by residing near it, but I, in return, 
benefit his land by living near him. “A 
fair exchange is no robbery,” aud 
neither one has any claim ou the other, 
by reason of proximity, tbe same may bo 
said in regard to Brown nnd Jones. 

With regard to the side of my land, 
bounded by the highway, I am supposed 
to pay taxes enough on the renl estate, 
to discharge any obligation that I ma« 
bu under to the publio ou that account. 

What this country needs to make it 
prosperous is rest from fads.

Quarterly Meeting of the Newton 
Hospital. 

The regular quarterly meeting of New- 
Hospital trustees was held in the pirl »rs 
of the Nurses Hoiup, Thursday, March 
26th, at 3.20 p. m., President J. R. Leesou 
occupied the chair aud the following 
members were preseut: Hon. Henry E. 
Cobb, Messrs. Bulletin. Burr, Emorsou, 
Ellison, Petteo aud Travellt; directors 
Crockett, Frisbte, Scales and Thayer; 
Mesilatnes Bacon, Billiugs, Blake, Guuld, 
Haskell and Paine. 

The minutes of tbe last regular meet- 
ing aud tbe special meeting held for or- 
ganization were road aud approved. 

Toe treasurer, Mr. Bullens, presented 
bis report for tbe quarter, showing in- 
come from douatious, subscriptions, etc. 
$1,306.60, interest on bank balances aud 
tucouie from investments $819.SS and 
trom tbe work of the Hospital $2,940.57. 
a total of $5,157.05. 

The current expenses of the quarter 
were $4,951 55; extra expenses including 
laundry muoUinery, drainage aud sun- 
dries $3,276.21. Bsluuce ou hand $2,- 
912.74. 

Owing to tbe absence of Mr. Pratt no 
report was made from tbe tiuauce com- 
mittee, and as tbe secretary of tbe ex- 
ecutive committee was also abseut, Dr. 
Thayei’s verbal report took place of a 
formal paper. He explained that pro- 
gress was being made toward establish- 
ing bacteriological and pathological de- 
partments at the Hospital, uud stated 
that a fuller report would be mada 
later. 

Tbe Hon. Ueury E. Cobb, Mayor of the 
oity, addressed the meeting, stating 
among other things, that he felt great 
pleasure iu sssuiuiug tlio share winch 
appertains to the office of the chief ex- 
ecutive of the city iu the management of 
the Hospital. He assured his hearers of 
bis high regard lor the Hospital, uud 
promised Ins most earuesc uud cordiul 
assistance in maintaining the high 
staudard of » llioteucy which the iustitu- 
tiou has attained through the untiring 
efforts of its ftteuds. The Mayor con 
eluded his rumarks witli the statement 
that be considered the hospital one of 
thu roost important institutions of the 
city; aud oue that he would he proud to 
see coustautly grow iu usefulness and 
prosperity during his term of office. 

The reiuurks of tho Mayor were warm- 
ly applauded, at their couolusiou Presi- 
dent Leesou responded bru fly to Mayor 
Cobb's address, thanking him ou behalf 
of tile Hospital for the kind interest aud 
appreciation he hud expressed, and as- 
suring him of Hie deep gratification of 
all present at his promise of help aud 
sympathy in promoting the success of 
the institution. 

Au informal disoussiou as to the best 
manner of diuti touting tbe annual repoi t, 
just published, followed. It was finally 
decided to distribute the report through 
the officers and members of ttie Ladles’ 
Aid Association, thu various church 
societies and clutis, and the physicians 
and elergymeu of the city, anil the clerk 
was so ordered. 

Tbe meeting adjourned at 4.10 a. tu.

ing for tho filling for a new road bed, 
Tbe railroad also has sovoral gangs of 
men at work along the track, and from 
West Newton to tbe Boston line there is 
an evident air of hustling that promises 
well for the completion of the work 
without any needless delay. Other 
gaogs are at work in other stroets of tho 
city and our highways ought soon to be 
in their usual good condition. Tho 
severe rains aud the winter’s frost have 
made many bad places, whioh aro re- 
ceiving attention.

AN IMPORTANT HEARING. 

A matter of great importance to New- 
ton people comes up before the board of 
aldermen, next Monday eveuing, ou the 
petition of tho Newton & Wellesley, and 
Newton & Boston roads, for permit to 
lay a track on Washington street as far 
as Newton. The scheme is for these 
roads to lay one track, aud the Newton 
A Waltham the other, to be used by all 
the roads, thus giving a double track 
service from West Newton to Newtou, 

This would prove such an accommoda- 
tion to people all over the city, that there 
ought to be no question of the granting 
of the petition. It would give a 5 cent 
fare from Newton to Newton Centre, 
Highlands and Upper Falls, and Lower 
Falls, and would unite the dilferent sec- 
tions of the city. 

With all the cars startiug from New- 
ton the present discomfort of changing 
cars and long waits, besides paying an 
extra fare, would be done away with, and 
getting from one village to another 
would be a pleasure, instead of a dis- 
agreeable necessity. 

The two roads which go to tbe south 
side of the city were built with this end 
in view, but owing to the grade crossings 
which are soon to be abolished, they had 
to stop half way, and ending as they do 
nowhere in particular they could not he 
expected to pay expenses until the lines 
are completed. Newton, being the 
centre of population of the city, is the 
natural starting point for all Newton 
roads. 

Washington street has been widened, 
or is to be, at great expense, mainly on 
account of tbe street tail way located 
upon it, and as the people have to pay 
tbe bills, they ought to get all tbe ad- 
vantages possible out of it. Cars should 
run direct from Newton to the termini 
of all -he roads, for a 5 cent fare, aud the 
case is so plain that a lengthy hearing 
would not seem necessary to convince 
the aldermen of tbe absolute necessity 
of granting tbe petition. 


The committee on cities has reported 
agniust the bicycle lantern bill, and the 
lantern manufacturers will be terribly 
disappointed, as they would have made 
a grand thing out of it. if they had got 
tho bill through the legislature. This 
bill is a striking commentary on the 
origin of many of tbe bills before our 
legislature, and would have passed had 
not the wheelmen been organized to 
make an effective protest. It only shows 
in a small way how manufacturers re- 
gard the government as existing merely 
for their benefit, and they think the 
chief duty of legislatures is to pass laws 
compelling the people to pay tribute to 
them. 


A prominent Newton official is re- 
ported to have publicly made the state- 
ment that either of the Newton papers 
oould be bought up by an order for fifty 
copies of the paper. He did not say 
what he himself could be bought up for, 
but probably a proportionally low price 
would get him. However, we think he 
made a mistake about the number of 
copies, and he ought really to have add- 
ed another cipher. The Newton papers 
are sometimes persuaded to do very 
foolish things, and support unfit candi- 
dates, just like a majority of other New- 
ton citizens, but they never support such 
a candidate for a second term. 


The eleventh district convection was 
held on Tuesday, and two Reed dele- 
gates were unanimously elected, Col. 
Everett C. Benton of Belmont and John 
S. Richardson of Ward 21, Boston, 
and both are Rsed men. Wilbur 
H. Powers of Hyde Park was 
chairman and Col. D. W. Farquhar, 
secretary. As the latter is au enthusi- 
astic McKinley man, the honor was a 
very magnanimous one. Speeches were 
made by Mr. Powers aud ex-Mayor E. U. 
Curtis of Bostou. The alternates are 
Chas. H. Utley of Brookline and Burriil 
Poiter, Jr., of No. Attleboro. 


Tiie stories about the finding of the 
skeletons in Auburndale have caused 
rather sensational rumors of murders, but 
there seems to he no foundation for such 
rumors. Some of the older residents tell 
us thbt the finding of skeletons all through 
that vicinity is no new thing, and buys of 
ah(f9t le'CO often found such gruesome 
relics, aud some had quite a collection. 
Their theory is that these skeletons be- 
longed to the victims of tbe small pox 
epidemic, which swept through the colony 
p the early days of its history, and 
t ff.icted whites and Indians alike. There 
was evidently once a large settlement on 
the hills about Auburndale. as traces of it 
were frequent before the country became 
developed, aud it is well kuowu that the 
epidemic was so terrible In its ravages as 
to wipeout entirely many of the smaller 
settlements. Some think it was the 
traces of this settlement that led Prof. 
Horsford to thiuk he had come upon the 
site of Norumbega. In the early days of 
Newton many of these graves were still 
discernible, but since then they have been 
overgrown with brush. What leads prob- 
ability to this theory is that many of the 
skeletons found iu this vicinity are those 
of Iudiaus, who also perished by thou- 
sands iu the epidemic. They have been 
buried so tuauy years that all danger of 
contagion was over long ugo, so the finders 
need not be alarmed. 

Tuk letter of Gen. Draper, refusing to 
accept auother term iu Congress, was 
read with regret all through the district, 
lie says that his business demands his 
personal attention, aud this obliges him 
to give up bis public duties. Gen. 
Draper has made a creditable record 
duriug his term of office, aud in com- 
parison with the class of meu Massachu- 
setts is sending to Washington in these 
days, he has been remarkable for ex- 
hibiting other qualities than those of 
tbe petty politician. He has not courted 
notoriety, at the expeuee of eveivtbiug 
else, but has done good service ou im- 
portant committees, and the district 
would gladly have given him a reeieotiou. 
There will he uow a gieat scramble for 
the office, and the chauoes are that fit- 
ness will he the last thing considered iu 
nominating his successor. 

T uk Now Hampshire Republioeo eoi 
veutiou has been the political seusatiou 
of the week, aud Senator Chandler's 
letter of explanation lias only added to 
the general hilarity. But New Hamp- 
shire politics are ou a very low plaue, or 


Hon. J. R. Leeson would make au ad- 
mirable successor to Gen. Draper, if he 
could be prevailed upon to accept the 
office, and men of his sterling character are 
needed at Washington, even in the Massa- 
chusetts delegation. In these days, when 
even the nomination to the highest office is 
uuder the suspicion of being sought by 
corrupt inlluences, it would be a great sat- 
isfaction to the people of this district, to 
nominate and elect such a man as Mr. 
Leeson, solely upou bis merits. He has 
done so much for Newton that he ought to 
receive the unanimous support of the 
citizens. 


The act giving authority for Newton 
to issue 40 year bonds for the wid- 
euiug of Park and Tremont streets* 
on tbe same basis as tbe Washington 
street widening, was signed this week, bo 
that tbe money for this work will be 
fortbeomiug. The West End agreed to 
tho city's terms this week, whioh io- 
moves all danger that the widening 
would not be pushed through, if* there 
ever was any. as bus been rumored.

It has been a common thing to hoar it 
saui that the oil aud coal fields of tho 
oouutiy are inexhaustuble, but tho tortn- 
or are already showing signs of oxlmua- 
tion, aud tiie latter, no reasonable man 
will contend, can last forever. It is, 
therefore, inevitable that the near future 
is to witness improvements iu existing 
methods which will not only serve to re- 
strict the deinauds ou the coal fields, hut 
will give tho people nil that they now 
have and moro at a much lower price, 
with a c rrosponding saving of laoor. 

Already coke and gas aro In use as fuel 
in many parts of the couutry, aud i.o 
one disputes that both can be used to 
greater advantage than coal. The ques- 
tion is whether they can bo protiu.od at 
a price which will make it desirable to 
substitute one or tho other of them for 
tho present fuel. It is not expected that 
the present generation will, in their use 
of fuel, and in tho application of im- 
proved methods, rench the point where 
they do tbe cooking for a large family 
for a year for one or two dollars. Such 
a result is not uocessary to bo attained, 
but tho questiou to be considered is, caD 
tho bitumiuous coals he so treated as to 
produce a coke and gas, uot to mention 
the other by-products, at a cost which 
will make it possible to deliver the pro- 
ducts to the consumer at a puce low 
enougk'to wairant a change from exist- 
ing methods. The evideuce before tho 
committoe of the legislature makes it 
possible to unhesitatiugly answer this 
question iu the affirmative. 

Mr. Whitney bus shown, from figures 
taken from tho reports of the gas com- 
missioners of Massachusetts, that where 
gas is sold at a comparatively low price 
it is in general use, while in placi‘8 where 
it costs more, the consumption per capita 
is far loss. Aud as au illusi ration of 
this fact, in tho teriitory about Boston, 
which has a population of about 500,000, 
there is cousumeel annually about 581,* 
000,000 feet, while in Manchester, Eug- 
laueJ, which has 20,000 less population, 
tbe consumption in the same period of 
time is nearly 3,000,000,000 feet more. In 
the latter city gas is sold at 00 ceuis per 
thousand. 

The opposition to tho Whitney bill is 
begiuning to assume a more virulent 
character at the State House as it is be- 
ing slowly but surely develooed that the 
essential principles of the measure will 
pass the legislature. If the groat and 
get eral court of 1890 shall give to tbe 
people cheap gaB, cheap coke aud cheap 
fertilizers, all of which will be pro- 
duced uuder the Whitney bill, it will 
establish a name for wisdom second to 
uoub of its predecessors.

THE TRACEFV, 


How Ho Follows l’p Dishonest Purchasers 
on the Installment Plan. 

One of the most important men in the 
employ of n firm that makes a specialty 
of selling goods on tho installment plau 
is the “tracer. ” His duty, as his name 
signifies, is to find out the whereabouts 
of delinquent customers, who think to 
get out. of tho trouble of fntnro pay- 
ments by qnietly moving away and neg- 
lecting to leave their new address. 

Nothing could be more foolish than 
such n course, for this is * feature of 
the business that tho im>nllment houses 
have reduced to a science. It is obvious 
that in this city tho great majority of 
those who purchase goods on weekly 
payments live in fiats. This mukes it a 
comparatively easy matter for the deal- 
ers to keep them under surveillance, for 
one of the first things tho collector does 
is to see tho janitor and inform him 
which families in the house have bought 
goods on the installment plan. It pnys 
to fee tho janitor for this service, for ho 
is in a position to know when any mov- 
ing is about to take place, and the in- 
formation he gives tho collector has 
been tho means cf nipping in the bud 
many a well laid scheme to get out of 
paying a furniture bill. 

Sometimes, of course, it happens that 
a dishoneso family will move away in 
such a hurry that the janitor is unable 
to inform tho firm in time. In such on 
event the “tracer” is put on tho case. 
He sets about his work with the method 
of the trained detective. Ho is familiar 
with tho name and address of every fur- 
nituro mover in tho city, and his ac- 
quaintance among the helpers is so ex- 
tensive that it is more than likely he 
has a personal friend among the men 
who moved tho family ho is seeking. 
With such advantages his task is not 
nearly so hard as tho uninitiated would 
imagine, and there would bo fewer at- 
tempts made to “beat” the installment 
dealers if it were better known how lit 
tie chauco a person has tocucceed.— 
New York World. 


NEWTON STREET RAILWAY. 

SOME OP THR IMPHOVKM BNTS NOW UNDER 
WAY. 

The Newton Strret Railway is pie 
paring for the extension of their track* 
to Bemis, from Waltham, and for other 
improvements to get ready for their 
great summer traffic. 

The cars are being fitted with electrio 
headlights permanently set into the dash- 
boards. ami the use of theso lights will 
oouse less trouble than tho temporary 
attachment each day of lanterns for the 
burning of kerosene. Tho open c*rs 
built at Newburyport and Amesbury. 
numbered 14 to 21, are being repainted 
in accordance with the company’s stand- 
ard design. 

Tho orossing for the new River street 
line at tho Bleachery will probably be 
constructed next Sunday, ami then about 
a mile of track that is upon tho sido of 
the street between West Newton and 
Newton corner will have to he relnid in 
the ceutre of tho highway, to make room 
for the change of gride of the Boston Jfc 
Albauy railroad. After this street rail- 
road woik is done the construction of 
the new line will he begun. 

The tracks will leave Main street in 
Wnlthara at its junction with Newton 
■rreet, and run through Newton street to 
River street, terminatii g for the im- 
mediate present at Bemis’s station, as 
the permit for laying the rails in New- 
ton is not yet given the company. When 
the line is completed, it will join the 
Newton line of railway at the corner of 
Washington nnd Adams streets, 

Tho line will not be a ciicuit one, 
probably. At present, when it is built 
as far as Bemis’s, it is intended to ruu 
the cars between terminus there and the 
Walthain postoffiae. Additional rolling 
stock will theu bo needed, and two new 
open cars will be bought, probably from 
the Amesbury manufactory.

General William F. Draper, who for two 
terms lias represented this district so ably 
lu Congress, refines to be a candidate for a 
third term.

Any tax is bad which 
corrupts the morals of the people or which 
necessarily brings into existence a class 
which finds its profit in promoting waste- 
fulness and extravagance in public affairs. 
Finally any tax is bail which makes the 
real tax payer pay it twice over, while the 
government receives it but once.”

Monday evening’s session of the hoard of 
aldermen was a lengthy one. A number of 
important hearings were held, and the 
board did not adjourn until after midnight. 

A petition was presented by W. II. j 
Calder. for license to build a stable on 
Austin street and upon this a hearing was 
opened. 

Mr. Edward Richardson said that he 
owned an estate opposite the site of the 
proposed stable and objected to it on the 
grounds that it would damage all surround- 
ing property. 

Mr. James Anderson said that he was a 
near neighbor and objected to living in 
such close proximity to a barn. 

Mr. Austin R. Mitchell did not favor the 
erection of a stable and urged that]au in- 
vestigation be made by the board before 
the petition was granted. 

Mr. Clifton Whitney appeared in remon- 
strance on practically the same ground. 
The hearing was then closed. 

ITearings were also held on petition of 
the New England Telephone Co., for loca- 
tion of poles and wires on Middlesex road 
near Norfolk road : on petition of the same 
company to attach wires to the poles of 
the Newton & Watertown (las Co., on 
Kingsbury street near Middlesex road ; a 
petition for the widening of Chestnut 
street near Margin ; petition for a main 
drain and common sewer on Montvale 
road ; on the laying out of a part of Ward 
street near Centre street and Common- 
wealth avenue. 

A hearing was then opened on the peti- 
tion of John Cahill to erect a stable on 
Elm court. 

Mr. Cahill said that his present barn was 
not large enough, and that an increase of 
business compelled enlarged facilities. 
The barn he said would be erected in com- 
pliance with the city ordinance, and he 
saw no reason why it shouldn’t be granted. 

Mr. John B. Goodrich as counsel for the 
objectors said that it was wrong to place a 
stable in such a thickly settled neighbor- 
hood, and as the property had no connec- 
tion with the sewer it would be obnoxious. 
It would be a damage to surrounding 
property as the lot on which it is to be 
placed was so small it would bring the 
stable very near the adjoining dwellings. 

Mr. Noon objected to having a stable so 
near his house and thought the lot too 
small and the ground in poor condition. 

Mr. Clancey as a property owner on Elm 
court, objected to the erection of a stable 
there, saying that he owned two houses 
opposite and as the width of the court was 
only twenty-seven feet the occupants of 
his tenements would object to living so 
near a stable. 

Mr. Green objected, thinking that the 
odor arising would endanger the health of 
the large number of children living in the 
court. 

Mr, Cahill explained his plans and said 
that as a number of the other residents 
raised no objection he didn’t see why the 
previous ones did. The hearing was then 
closed. 

A hearing on the petition of the Newton 
Street Railway for laying of tracks on Au- 
burndale avenue, Lexington and Charles 
street was then opened. 

Pres. Coffin said that the petition was 
similar to that which had been presented 
about six months ago, and since that time 
he had made an examination of the. .width 
r&ftheirts." Tie had found that a large num- 
ber favored it, while others objected. A 
number of residents had presented a peti- 
tion which had just been handed to him, 
asking that the tracks be laid as it would 
greatly accommodate them in going to and 
from their work at Waltham. This was 
signed by Michael Iloobin and eighty-live 
others. If tracks were laid, Mr. Coffin 
said it would enable people of the upper 
villages to go to any of the lower ones for 
a five cent fare. The road would be 
equipped with the best facilities and as the 
petition had been brought up for recon- 
sideration he hoped some favorable ar- 
rangement would be arrived at. 

Ex-Alderman Plummer protested against 
it on behalf of his wife and himself, who 
were owners of property on Lexington 
street and thought it impossible to run a 
railway track on so narrow a street. Two 
teams found it difficult to pass on such a 
narrow highway, and a single team would 
not be able to pass a car without driving 
in the gutter, fie thought it would injure 
the surrounding property and that the 
larger part of the residents were against it. 

Mr. Frederick Johnson said that the 
petition had been up before and at that 
time the protest against it was as large 
then as at present. lie read a petition 
signed by a large number of leading citi- 
tens against such a location and spoke 
briefly against it himself. 

Mr. Geo. Johnson thought that his 
property would be greatly damaged and 
the street was too narrow, lie suggested 
that the cars turn down Melrose street as 
there would lx* more room and less danger 
of damaging property on tint street in 
it was held at a lesser value. 

Mr. P. A. McVickar thought that such a 
line running on Lexington street would be 
a great damage to his property, and as the 
road was only twenty feet from curb to 
curb it was entirely to,, narrow, lie didn’t 
approve of the idea of obliging the citizens 
of Auburndale to come to the meeting of 
the board of alderman and protest. He en- 
dorsed the plan of using Melrose street, as 
Lexington street was not only very narrow 
but a much travelled street. 
f Ex-Alderman P'ummer then read an ex- 
tract from the mayor's address regarding 
the protection of the citizens of Newton 
against any monopoly of the street rail- 
ways, and said that this had met with the 
approval of a large number in Auburndale. 

Michael Iloobin endorsed heartily t lie 
location of tracks as it would greatly con- 
venience working people going to ami from 
Waltham, and closed by saying it was for 
the sake of the ladies he had spoken, and 
hoped the board would give ft due con- 
sideration. 

Mr. Jones as a resident of Charles street 
spoke in protest uud thought he was voic- 
ing the sentiments of the residents of that 
street, as well as the members of th«, New- 
ton Bout Club, when lie said they con- 
sidered the present accommodations satis- 
factory. 

Mr. Tyler aud Mr. John Potter were op- 
posed to the granting of the petition as it 
would tie of little benefit, and a damage to 
surrounding property. 

Mr. John B. Goodrich .suid that lie 
thought it expedient tliat the roud should 
be laid, as it was asked for by over .'ioo 
people who lived on the proposed route, 
and that a number of the objectors came 
from the south side. The road, lie suid, 
was under obligations to the citizens of 
Newton and desired to place their tracks 
there as a convenience, as presumably it 
would not be a paying investment for Ju 
\eur or two. The eomimny Imd never 
been accused of not giving reasonable 
facilities, and were always willing to ex- 
tend accommodations when they were 
asked for uud needed. He did not think a 
public convenience should be hindered by 
a few objecting citizens. 

Mr. MoVicar took exceptions to some of 
Mr. Goodrich’s statements aud presented 
his view of them. 

Mr. Farley did not endorse the granting 
of the petition aud was opposed to the al- 
lowing of three street railways so many 


privileges in one city. Ho tobl of a very 
practical system, which he lmd investigated 
In Montreal, where one corporation con- 
ducted all the lines and gave a very liberal 
system of transfers. 

Mr. Coffin said that ho appreciated the 
ideas of Mr. Farley but that such a system 
of transfers could only be obtained by a 
petition of the citizens to the state legis- 
lature. 

Mr. Tyler did not think the road any 
benefit ami thought that the citizens of 
Auburndale weren’t “hungry” for such an 
accommodation. 

On motion of Alderman Green the hear- 
ing was then closed. 

Tile petition of the Wellesley A Boston 
street Railway for tin* location of trucks 
on Washington street from West Newton 
to Nonantum square, and the priviledge of 
using the Newton Street Railway's tracks 
was given a joint hearing with the petition 
of the latter company for the location of a 
second track over the same route to run 
parallel with the first one. 

Mr. George W. Morse, counsel for the 
Newton Street Hallway, began by giving 
an account of the first steps taken in New- 
ton toward the forming of a street railway 
system, and giving a brief history of tho 
road since 1S80. It was at first given no en- 
couragement, but now proved to be a great 
convenience and appreciated as such. 
The road would be obliged to remove their 
tracks at tho cost of thousands of dollars 
and lie did not think it fair that tho other 
roads should come in to share the profits. 
He spoke of the proposition of the Wel- 
lesley A* Boston Street Railway and said he 
was willing to look at the matter in its 
broadest light. Tho two systems might 
not be able to make such a success out of it 
as one would, in case of accident, there 
would be n, disagreement as to the proper 
line to bring suit against, and one might 
disclaim all knowledge of the affair and 
refer to the other. Ho referred to tho 
liberal proposition of the company in offer- 
ing 5 cent transfers to all parts of the city 
which would be given as soon as the second 
track was laid. 

Mr. Powers, attorney for the Wellesley 
& Boston .Street Railway, explained the 
plan of that company, saying the roads 
would exchange the courtesy of running on 
each others tracks, and that satisfactory 
arrangements would be made to the mutual 
advantage of both roads. Passengers 
could he carried from one part of the city 
to the other without changing cars and for 
a five cent fare. There was no spirit of un- 
friendliness between the corporations, and 
he thought it for the interest of both that the 
petition of the Wellesley & Boston should 
be granted. It was, he thought, best for the 
city solicitor to decide the legal questions 
and the city council to decide which would 
be the greatest advantage to the city. He 
then questioned Mr. Collin as regard to 
the amount of dividends paid by the New- 
ton Street Railway. 

Mr. Coffin explained that the average 
cost for the carrying of a single passenger 
was something over three cents, and that 
the new road would not achieve any iniv- 
terial advantage and reduce the profits of 
the Newton Street Railway about one 
half. 

Mr. Daniel Gallagher said that no motion 
had been made concerning the transfer 
system affecting Nonantum, but that the 
people from that section were as equally 
desirous of having a five cent fare to all 
parts of the city. He thought the road 
giving the best and quickest service the 
most desirable and seemed to favor the 
controlling of the system by one company. 

Mr. Dunson said lie stood for the com- 
pany that gave the best accommodations to 
the public, and thought the question one 
demanding important consideration by the 
city council. 

Ex-Alderman Roffe spoke in favor of the 
transfer system. 

Mr. Goodrich, representing the Newton 
Street Railway, made a lengthy argument 
in which he stated that lie thought it neces- 
sary that the petition of the corporation lie 
appeared for, should he granted. He 
thought a second track was certainly de- 
manded, and an enterprising road such as 
this company, should be willing to accom- 
modate the public. He spoke of the limits 
of the charter of Wei 1 1 " it 

from running through any other part of 
Newton. In answer to Mr. Powers, he 
said his chief objection was that the com- 
pany would obtain power without paying 
tor it. To grant the Wellesley & Boston 
what they ask would certainly enforce a 
consolidation, against which he was 
much opposed. 

Then a hearing was given on the petition 
of Mrs. Benjamin Merritt for a permit to 
move a double house from one side of 
Charlesbank road to the other. This was 
opposed by neighbors. Mr. Samuel L. 
Powers represented the remonstrants, who 
were Mrs. Charles S. Brown, Mr. George 
F. Livermore and others. The petitioner 
was represented by Mr. Parmenter of Bos- 
ton. The board granted the petitioner 
leave to withdraw, provided the remon- 
strants would pay the petitioner for the 
building and any reasonable damages. The 
hoard again refused the petition of Hon. 
William Clali in for a permit to move a build- 
ing from Walnut street, Newtonville, to a 
location near the square. This permit has 
been refused twice before. The board 
granted a pennit to Israel Lefavour to 
move a building from Washington street at 
Newtonville to a location on Court street.

The semi-annual drill of the Newton 
High School Battalion took place at 2 
o'clock Saturday afternoon at the drill hall 
of tho High school at Newtonville. and 
Major George 11.

SUII COMMITTKE’SjllKPOET NEAUI.Y HEADY 
— ITS PROVISIONS.

The report of the committee will soon be 
prepared, and the work of collecting lands 
will then be begun. 

It is proposed to interest schools, patri- 
otic societies, Grand Army posts, sum! 
boards of selectmen in the matter. 'Ihe 
subscription will be limited us far as posa- 
ble to Now England, although no strict 
line will he drawn. 

The city of Newton, where there is very 
general public interest in the project, is ex- 
pected to contribute handsomely, and tie 
committee 1ms already received assuranms 
which lead it to believe that the entire siin 
can be raised w ithout difficulty.

FASTNET LIGHT. 


▲ Welcome Gleam to the East Ilound At- 
lantic Voyager. 

The first glimpse of Great Britain 
that the American tourist gets on his 
European tour is that of the Faatuet 
lighthouse. 

It stands on a rugged and solitary 
rock, situated nine miles south of Crook- 
haven, at the extremo southwest corner 
of Ireland, and is, perhaps, more storm 
beaten than any other around our coast. 
The rock is 80 feet in height, and the 
lighthouse towers another 70 feet above, 
yet, in winter gales, the Atlantic bil- 
lows literally bombard the massive 
structure and havo even smashed in a 
portion of the lantern at the summit of 
the erection, the seas frequently sweep- 
ing over the rook w’ith tremendous force. 
Some two or three years ago the stormy 
weather then prevailing prevented all 
communication with the rock for many 
weeks, so that the store of food was con- 
sumed, with the exception of some flour. 
At lust a schooner managed to approach 
sufficiently near to enable a small quan- 
tity of food to be dragged through the 
sea by the hungry men, and, fortunate- 
ly, the next day the seu moderated, and 
the stores were once more fully replen- 
ished. 

Except in very calm weather the Fast- 
net is surrounded by a fringe of foam, 
and the only means of lundiug is by the 
aid of a "jib" 68 feet in length, so 
placed on the rock that, in moderute 
weather, its end reaches outside the 
surf. When a visitor wishes to laud (an 
unusual (^curreuco), he is rowed in a 
small boat us near us the waves permit, 
and the light keepers throw out u small 
buoy, attached to a rope, which is se- 
cured by the man in the boat. The jib 
is then swung out, nud the visitor, plac- 
ing one foot in the loop and catching 
tight hold of the rope, is hoisted about 
40 feet vertically, and then the jib, be- 
ing pivoted at its foot, swings him hori- 
zontally about 100 feet ontoasufe laud- 
ing. — Loudon Sketch.

SENTIMENT IN NEWTON. 


HON. JOSEPH n. I.KF.SON ANIi MAYOR If. K. 
conn REGARDED AH POHHIIII.K CANDI- 
DATES. 


The sentiment regarding a successor of 
Congressman Draper among the Republi- 
cans of Newton is divided, says a Boston 
Herald reporter.* There aro at least two 
possible candidates, Messrs. .1. H. Leeson 
and Mayor Henry E. Cobb. Mr. Sprague 
of Brookline lias many friends in the city, 
and it is claimed will make a good bid for 
the delegates. Among the many leading 
Beptiblicans seen by a reporter of The 
Herald Tuesday, the general opinion was 
that, should Newton secure a unanimous 
delegation, her candidate would he well 
received in the convention, and possibly 
nominated. Several gentlemen had heard 
it intimated that Gen. Draper favored a 
Newton candidate, and thought that city 
entitled to name the coming congressman. 
It was also intimated that Gen. Draper hud 
named as his choice Mr. Leeson, but none 
of those interviewed would make such a 
statement except on hearsay. There are 
many Cobb and many Leeson men, but just 
at present these men are saying little, if 
anything, and have nothing to say for pul>- 
lioation. 

Mr. Leeson was seen, but beyond saying 
that he regretted the withdrawal of Gen. 
Draper, would not ho interviewed. 

Mr. Samuel I.. Powers said, regarding 
Mr. Cobb, that it is barely possible that his 
name would go before the convention, but 
that, under no circumstance, would Mr. 
Cobb scramble about the district for dele- 
gates, and that he w ould not make a stren- 
uous light for the place. If, however, he 
consents to allow ids name to be used, 
continued Mr. Powers, 1 assume he will re- 
ceive the united delegation from Newton. 
Senator Sprague is mentioned, and has a 
large circle of friends in Newton. Al- 
though he lives in Brookline, from which 
town Congressman Candler was sent to 
Washington, I do not think the question of 
locality will have the least weight against 
his nomination, provided he has the 
strength. From a point of local pride, con- 
tinued Mr. Powers, 1 am in favor of Mr. 
Cobh. 

Many gentlemen spoke strongly in favor 
of Mr. Leeson, claiming that he was a man 
of superior ability; not one seeking the 
office for what there is in it, but a man 
who, if prevailed upon to accent, would ex- 
ert his utmost energy in behalf of his con- 
stituents and for the benefit of his country. 
"He is a man.” said one prominent Repub- 
lican, “who thoroughly realizes the nature 
of the oath of olfice and the sense of obli- 
gation which goes with it. He is a man 
who would not accept the nomination sim- 
ply as a mere honor to himself, but by hon- 
est. faithful and conscientious effort would 
make the office, if elected, one of honor, 
not only to himself, but to his district.”

J. R. Leeson and Senator Sprague. Mr. | 
Leeson is warmly endorsed by prominent 
men all over the district, and although 
there was at first some doubt whether he 
■would accept, it. is now certain that he 
would not refuse the nomination, although 
he will make no active contest, leaving the 
matter in the hands of liis frieuds. His 
services in the Governor’s council, and as 
a member of the dock commission, and as 
president of the Boston Merchant’s Asso- 
ciation, have (called public attention to his 
ability and interest in all that concerns the 
best interests of the state, and if chosen lie 
would maintain the traditional high stand- 
ard of public men in Massachusetts. II is 
nomination would also do something to 
keep this same high standard from becom- 
ing merely a tradition. The people of the 
state are not at all proud of the ligure cut 
by some of the state’s representatives at 
Washington. 

The question of a representative is a very 
serious matter and all considerations but 
those of the good of the public service 
should be disregarded. We have seen the 
folly of tilling Congress with self-seeking 
demagogues on the one hand, and on the 
other with small, incompetent persons, 
whose main purpose in taking the position 
is to air themselves with a little brief au- 
thority, without a single qualification for 
the discharge of the duties of such a high 
office. It is such a method of choosing 
representatives that has made our Con- 
gress the laughingstock of the nations, and 
Massachusetts is not entirely guiltless in 
this respect. 

A representative should represent some- 
thing, some definite ideas on public policy, 
and on public questions, and not be mere- 
ly a figure-head, who simply counts one 
when a vote is taken. There are more 
than enough of this kind of men at Wash- 
ington. Of all the men who have been 
mentioned, Mr. Leeson is the most promi- 
nent us standing for something definite, 
and as being a platform in himself. 

In looking over the field it is instructive 
to see the kind of men who are endorsing 
Mr. Leeson. In Brookline there are Hon. 
John W. Candler, Mr. W. R. Chester, Mr. 
Jacob 1*. Hates, president of the Brookline 
Republican Club. In Dedhum one of the 
leading Republicans is quoted as saying 
that “the strongest man in point of ability 
mentioned is Hon. J. R. Leeson.” Repre- 
sentative Humphrey of Dedlmm also says 
the same thing, and this is a sample of the 
views of public men in the district. 

Brighton and Roxbury are uuturally for ' 
Mr. Sprague, and many of the other towns 
have favorite sons, but it is conceded that 
Newton has the strongest claim upon the 
nomination, and that if it unites on Mr. 
Leeson lie will be nominated. 

There is the usual danger of course that j 
Newton's vote will be divided, and being j 
split up in favor of several men, the nomi- 
nation will go elsewhere. That is the way 
things are usually managed here, and out- 
siders take a good deal of pleasure in help- 
ing such division for their own ends. In 
the past dozen years, Newton lias lost the 
chance of naming the candidate several 
times by such a short-sighted and selfish 
policy. 

Whether it will he the case this year, re- 
mains to l»e seen. We notice that the Bos- 
ton papers are trying to encourage it, 
probably in the interest of their own 
favorite cundidute, and the trap is such an 
innocent and guileless affair, that probubly 
Newton men will tumble into it, as usual. 

What earthly use is there in supporting 
this or that man, who lias not the slightest 
chance of being nominated, whether for 
considerations of personal friendship or 
for other reasons, when by combining on a 
man who is favored ull through the district, 
Newton could easily secure the honor. 


NEW HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING. 


It is reported that the public property 
committee have decided in favor of the 
erection of a new High school building to 
cost about $200,000, some #50,000 of which 
is due to the pluo for a large hull in the 
building. As fur us the bull is concerned it 
is ditlicult to see why it is needed, when the 
drill hull would answer every purpose, and 
was built at large expense, in order to fur- 
nish a hull for meetings of the school. It 
is like throwing just so much money away 
and Newton is not in a tiuunciul condition 
to afford uny expenditure that is not abso- 
lutely necessary. if a new High school 
building is to he erected, and many doubt 
the expediency of doing it at this time, the 


cost .should he cut down to the lowest possi- j 
ble limit. 

For some years we have been coddling j 
the High school at the expense of other 
schools, and the result is there is a great 
disproportion between the accommodations , 
offered in the grammar and primary schools j 
compared with those of the High school, j 
and also in the salaries paid in the two. It 
is even said that lust year the lower schools 
were kept so short that some of them lmd 
to go without crayons, and filthy school 
books could not be recovered, because they 
were told that there was no money, and 
yet enough was saved out of the incidental 
fund to raise the salaries of some of the ; 
High school teachers. Such things do not ; 
seem to be right, especially as the grammar 
schools are for all the children of the city 
and the High school is only for the minori- 
ty. if any partiality is to be shown it 
ought to be in favor of the grammar and 
primary schools, as all the taxpayers are 
interested in these. 

As for the new High school building 
there are many people who do not see any 
necessity of lining anything at present. 
The present building is not overcrowded, 
and could be made to answer for the next 
ten years. The interest on tin* cost of a 
new building for that time would pay for 
all needed repairs on the old building and 
leave a balance besides. With proper ven- 
tilation and plumbing the present building 
could be made to answer all requirements, 
and this would give time to decide what 
kind of a building is needed. When other 
cities are dividing their High schools into 
English and Latin with separate buildings, 
it is a question whether Newton should not 
do the same. It is claimed that this system 
gives the best results and such an import- 
ant question needs careful consideration. 
Besides, there is the question of a manual 
training school which will have to be de- 
cided in the next few years, and it may 
affect the High school problem in a way 
that can not now be foreseen. 

There are so many good arguments 
against any action at this time that it does 
not seem wise to decide the matter hastily, 
and there is good ground for believing that 
to build this year would be to involve the 
city in an extravagant outlay. With all the 
other expenditures that are on hand at this 
time a new High school building can very 
well wait till a more convenient season, or 
at any rate till the work can be done in an 
economical way. 


The people of Newton seem to be unani- 
mous in demanding that all the street car 
lines shall start from Newton and furnish 
transportation to any part of the city for 
one fare and without change of cars, as 
urged by the Gkaphic last week. They 
say that Washington street was widened 
at great expense for the benefit of the 
public and not for any one street car com- 
pany, and that cent transfers will not 
answer the purpose. The Newton & Wal- 
tham company are willing to grant such 
transfers, but they are naturally unwilling 
to share the most profitable section of 
their line with any other company. But 
the aldermen have to consider the interests 
of the public and not the value of street 
railway stock, and the public demand for 
the granting of the petition in question is 
such that it would hardly be a wise move 
to refuse it. As far as the public are con- 
cerned they do not care whether such a 
move leads to consolidation or not, so long 
as they are accommodated. When the lo- 
cation on Washington street is granted to 
these companies for their double truck 
line, the condition ought to go with it that 
they shall keep the street sprinkled, as 
such sprinkling is as much for their bene- 
fit as for that of the public. 


The action of the board of aldermen in 
regard to Mrs. Merritt’s petition for moving 
her house, has excited a good ileal of sur- 
prise and also of adverse comment. The 
house itself does not differ much in appear- 
ance, as far as outsiders can see, from 
many of the houses on the same street, 
tlie fire risk would be no greater than in 
many other cases,aml Mrs. Merritt’s vacant 
land is taxed at a high rate, and she 
naturally wishes it to bring in an income. 
It seems to the general public as if the 
aldermen lmd made a mistake in this mat- 
ter, which they will recognize when they 
come to think over it, and especially when 
they hear the adverse comments that are 
made on all sides. Because Mrs. Merritt is 
a widow, is no reason why she should be 
refused privileges which are granted to 
every one else. Many prominent citizens 
even go so far as to speak of it as ail "out- 
rageous discrimination.” 


In regard to the passage of the Cuban 
resolutions by Congress, Representative 
Gillett of Springfield aptly characterized 
both branches in iris speech on the ques- 
tion. in referring to the Senate, he said: 

•• It is not parliamentary to speak of the 
other branch of Congress, and I will not do 
so ; but I can conceive that if there is any- 
where on this hemisphere a legislative 
body which lias forfeited public confidence, 
which is distrusted by its constituents, 
which, when explanation for the good of 
its constituents lias been presented to it, 
lias put it aside, which sees the country in 
bankruptcy and suffering, trade dull, com- 
meree paralyzed, everybody appealing to 
it for aid. and which deliberately refuses 
that aid. I cun, i say. conceive that if there 
is anywhere such a body as that, it might 
well try to divert public attention from 
its own misconduct by stirring up a feeling 
about foreign war, a fever of martial ambi- 
tion. and might try by some gale of enthu- 
siasm to turn from itself the reprobation it 
deserves and to fan itself back into popu- 
larity.” 


Now comes a statement, on high 
authority, that the (lag laws were enacted 
at the behests of a lobby, working in the 
interests of the bunting manufacturers. 
From the character of some of the men 
wlio were posing as enthusiastic patriots, 
in advocacy of such a law every intelligent 
person knew that something of the king 
must be true. It is generally safe to dis- 
trust the man who makes loud professions 
over his patriotism, as well as the one who 
is always taking of his devotion, to his 
religion. Both things should be such a 
matter of course that the possessorjwould 
not need to (inform people tlmt ^he' had 
them. 


The hearing on the preservation’ of the 
old state House was an earnest affair, and 
tiie cmonstruiice against the plan of the 
oommitteeto hu ve the Bullfinch front torn 
down was spirited enough to show|the senti- 
ment of the people. The number of archi- 
tects who testified tlmt it would be an easy 
matter to make the necessary repairs 


proved that this plan is practicable, al- 
though it will not cost more than a quarter 
ns much as the plan for a new building. 
The State House commission has outlived 
its usefulness and ought to be granted an 
honorable discharge at once. 


I'm uoi on tlie efforts of the wheelmen of 
Springfield a new system of street watering 
will lie practiced in that enterprising little 
city this year. The main thoroughfares 
will be watered on one side only at one 
time, leaving a reasonably dry surface 
available at all hours. Here is a sugges- 
tion for Newton.

HIS VIGILANCE REWARDED.

There is a limn in Buona Park who 
has always been afraid of being robbed 
by footpads. A few weeks ago lie decided 
that he would prepare himself to defend 
his property and person if attacked. So 
he purchased a revolver — not an ordi- 
nary revolver, hut a long barreled one, 
the sort the cowboys carry out west. 
For several nights he carried the gun, 
and the assurance with which he walked 
no doubt frightened the footpads, for 
they left him unmolested. He was 
pleased with thesenso of security he felt 
from the thumping of this weapon 
against liis leg, and his fears were quiot- 
ed until one night not long ago. 

Tho sidewalks were slippery, and he 
was picking his way along toward his 
home, when a man humped against him.

“It has been said that whatever psy- 
chological attribute is most marked in 
a human being is correspondingly most 
uiurked in liis physical being. If lie’s a 
glutton, his stomach is most in evi- 
dence; if a scholar or brain worker, his 
head is sure to be thrust well forward; 
but if he preserves a proper intellectual 
balance 1ft) walks with his chest in ad- 
vance of the rest of his body. 

“It is carious, too, how one may 
really influence his own mental condi- 
tion in tiiis way. Just try and see how 
impossible it is to say, ‘Oh, how happy 
I am!’ with sunken chest and spent 
breath. One involuntarily lifts liis chest 
and takes a good long breath whou he 
says anything optimistic and brave, for 
if he doesn’t he might just as well say 
‘Have mercy ou us miserable sinners.’

WHEN VIRTUE LOST.

LONDON OMNIBUSES. 

Interesting Statistic* of Transportation In 
the Kuglish Capital. 

Somo interesting details have appear- 
ed iu a report on the omnibus and tram 
car servico of London. The tramways, 
which correspond to our car lines, are 
all of 4 feet 8><j inches gauge except two 
lines, which are only 8 feet 6 inches. 
There are iu the city 71 distinct routes, 
of which 58 are in use. The mileage of 
the worked lines is given as 849. The 
average speed of u London tram is 5.48 
miles per hour; that of a Loudon omni- 
bus is 5.5 miles per hour. The average 
tram fare is (17-lOOths of a peuuy (2 
cents) per mile. The average omnibus 
fare is 92-lOOtbs of a peuuy per mile. 

There are 879 cars on the lines, which 
among them run 17,150 single journeys 
duriug their day’s work, which lasts ou 
the average 10 hours aud 44 minutes. 
Tho omuibuses ure more than twice as 
many. There are 2,180 of them, aud 
these are run 85,000 single journeys iu 
the course of a day that averages 15 
| hours aud 82 minutes. There are 12 
Loudou tram companies. In the course 
j of a year their cars ruu 22,787,000 miles 
and carry 225,208,000 passengers. Tho 
Loudon omnibuses run 49,788,000 miles 
u yeur aud carry 820, 000,000 passengers. 

To work its tram cars London re- 
quires 10,0i»9 horses; to work its omui- 
’ buses it has 25,578. A summary of 
i tbeso figures shows thut there are 8,229 
vehicles employed, worked by 85,005 
j horses, traveling 72,500,000 miles uud 
I carrying 551,845.000 passengers iu a 
year, it is calculated thut eueh of tho 
800 omnibuses which puss tbe Mansion 
House iu an hour will travel 04 miles a 
day, currying 420 passengers as its day’s 
work aud earning 8s. Od. during each of 
its 15 journeys. — St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat. 

LlkmiviM of English ami Americans. 

As respects character, tbe British and 
American publics are strikingly at one. 
Tho tone of popular seutimeut is much 
thu sume. The attitude toward ques- 
tions of general human interest is often 
identical. Political ideals are, at bot- 
tom, not so unlike as superficial observ- 
ers fancy. Party spirit manifests itself 
iu very similar fashion. Both are sensi- 
tive, though in slightly varying degrees, 
to the sumo appeals. The sume national 
spirit animates both, showing itself in 
quite characteristic fashion when the 
jealousy of one is uroused ugaiust tho 
other. Indeed it is iu their mutual rival- 
j ties und jealousies thut their spiritual 
kinship is often most manifest. Their 
diversity is superficial aud provincial; 
their unity fundamental uud racial. 
The American who can divest himself 
of provincialism in England and thu 
I Englishman who cun lay uside his in- 
sularity iu America eucli finds himself 
ut home. — Edwurd M. Chapman iu 
Century.

The directors of the Paris Grand Opera, 
in answer to criticisms tli; \ although 
subsidized, they were producing foreign 
instead of French works, recently drew 
up a list by which they showed that 
during the past 20 years they had 
mounted 88 operas by Frenchmen and 
only 0 by foreigners, the two outsiders 
being Wagner uud Verdi. AI. Manrel, 
the Parisian critic, has now carried the 
statistics buck to the beginning of the 
century. 

It seems that the last generation of 
Frenchmen were not so particular as to 
the nationality of musicians. From the 
year 1800 down to the present time the 
Paris Grand Opera has produced works 
by 100 French and 82 foreign composers. 
On the other hand, it appears that only 
5,934 perform auees of French operas 
have during this period been given, as 
against 8, 149 representations of works 
by foreign musicians. The French writor 
laments that his compatriots preferred 
foreign works, although in fairness it 
should be said that the list probably in- 
cludes the operas of Meyerbeer, Rossini 
and other great musters of a previous 
generation, who, although not French 
by birth, Nvere practically Parisian by 
adoption. — Loudon News.

REV. DR. DAVIS.

The formal installation of Hev. W. 11. 
Davis, D. D., formerly of Detroit, Mich., 
as pastor of the Eliot Congregational 
church, took place Tuesday evening. 

Eliot church is the largest of the seven 
societies of the denomination in the city, 
and in some respects is the most important 
church society in the New tons. 

The handsome edifice on Centre street 
was therefore filled with citizens of all de- 
nominations. Twenty-eight churches of 
the same faith and order located in greater 
Boston were represented, either by their 
pastors or by accredited delegates, includ- 
ing almost all the local clergymen promi- 
nent in the denomination. 

The evening service began at 7 w ith the 
reading of the minutes- of the church 
council held this afternoon in which the 
pastorate of Dr. Davis was formally ac- 
knowledged and assented to on behalf of 
the denomination. 

After the Te Deum by the choir. Hev. F. 
EL Clark, D. D., of Auburndale read the 
scriptures. The sermon was preached by 
Hev. Wolcott Calkins, D. D., Dr. Davis’ im- 
mediate predecessor, who resigned the 
pastorate of Eliot church last summer. 

Dr. Calkins took his text from I. Cor. v., 
10: “The ministry of reconcilation." He 
said among other things: 

“God has reconciled us unto him and has 
given us the ministry of reconciliation. 
The meaning of reconciliation implies 
peace. The peace of *05 was not brought 
about by the vanquished. Peace in a 
family cannot be brought about by the dis- 
obedient member of the family. Now, in 
the great human family. God is in the 
right. His is the peace which passeth all 
understanding.” 

Dr. Calkins said that ministry implied 
the offering of sacrifice and a service of all 
the people. No minister can ask his 
people to offer themselves on the altar of 
God without himself setting the example. 
The offering of Christ can never be re- 
peated. but every minister must sacrifice 
himself to his service. 

Speaking of fhe place of ritualism in 
religions service, he said that if men were 
ministers of reconciliation, it made less 
difference than one would suppose whether 
tliej' learned more toward Home or more 
tow ard reason. In closing he made a plea 
for true Christian practice in the daily 
walks of life. 

“Ministers of reconcilistion,” he said, 
“are ambassadors of God to beseech men 
to practice right living, to reconcile their 
pockets-books and their material ambitions 
with the purposes of God. Ministers of 
reconciliation make men delicate in dis- 
cerning their duties.” 

At the close of Dr. Calkins’ sermon, Itev. 
W. G. Sperry, president of Olivet College, 
Michigan, made the installing prayer. 
Hev. Heuen Thomas, D. D., of Harvard 
church, Brookline, then delivered the 
charge to the new pastor. 

Addressing his remarks to Dr. Davis, he 
said, in part:— 

“Probably you know as much about the 
ministry of the gospel as I know, but this 
church has asked me to speak in this 
capacity, and it will only be a few works 
that I will saj\ You know that some 
people are quite willing to take us for 
what we are worth. But most people do 
not realize the importance we attach to 

the minds of men, we must wee them anil 
know them and profit by their good 
advice. 

“We must get into that devotional state 
of mind also to be of true service. In a 
minister's life, whatever comes to him, 
comes to him in order that it may come to 
his people. 

“You may know as much about Boston 
and its neighborhood as I. You know 
there are people who will meet you with 
an interrogation no matter what' you say. 
So. when you come into the realm of speech 
in the pulpit, in the home or anywhere, 
you will be useful according as you have 
progressed in that other realm, the realm 
of science. The more your mind is filled 
with the truth of God. the more acceptable 
you will be to this people. 

"There is also the realm of realization! u 
which you may know disappointment. 
There may be many things that will gratify 
you, manj tilings that will disappoint you, 
and the nobler man you are, the abler you 
will be to bear them. But strange as it 
may seem, you will be glad at times of 
these disappointments for the possibilities 
that lie in them for Christian growth. In 
closing, I can but say. *Be thou faithful 
unto death, and I will give thee a crown of 
life.”’

South Hanover, Mass. 
To the Editor of the GRAPHIC: 

As a former resident of your city and 
later ns an occasional visitor, I have al- 
ways been, with many others, an admirer 
of the trees surrounding the bank at the 
Corner, and it is with dismay that we 
learn they are the prospective victims of 
violence. Surely, only the most urgent 
necessity can excuse their destruction. If 
the space they occupy is to be employed for 
any purpose which will unquestionably 
serve the public better, no tree-lover can 
reasonably object, although not one of 
them can fall without pain to those who 
have daily delighted in the sight of them, 
not but will leave behind 

••A wound in the earth, an ache in air,” 
as Newton’s most distinguished young poet 
lms lately said in her “Arboricide." We 
will not ii.sk whether those who propose to 
destroy those trees have ever read that 
poem, or any other, or whether they ever 
look at anything from the artistic point of 
view, yet those who do not appreciate the 
esthetic as well as the commercial side of 
the question have no moral right to deprive 
the public of its share of solace and re- 
freshment which the “little park" has 
afforded it. without substituting an equiva- 
lent in kind. 

The space which these lives sweeten, 
needs, as everybody knows, not less but 
more of the beautiful to make it attractive. 
If it cannot have nice and tasteful offices 
and stores and tenements, what a mistake 
to remove the trees which are not only 
ornamental in themselves but which serve 
also to conceal or modify the surrounding 
ugliness. Why should Newton suppress 
this little green spot which everyone in 
jiassinfL consciously or tmconnolously

Saving* Rulloughs Pond. 

Elver since the water was drained from 
Bulloughs pond in Newtonville last fall the 
people of the entire city of Newton have 
been considerably exercised over the fate 
of that hitherto pretty sheet, and as a re- 
sult of numerous conferences between the 
owners of the land around and under the 
pond, tin* Newton Land «& Improvement 
Company, and prominent citizens, a prop- 
osition has been submitted to the latter by 
the former for the preservation of the 
pond. 

The land company offers to give the city 
the six acres in the pond If the latter will 
build a 10-foot street around it, opening 
into Walnut and Mill street, drain the 
adjacent land and prevent public bathing 
in the pond. This pond is the one hit or 
water on the now boulevard between 
Chestnut Hill reservoir and Charles river, 
and is one of the most beautiful lakelets, 
w ith its wooded hills, around Boston. 

It would add much to the attractiveness 
of the proposed park if some of the woods 
to the east of the uond were included. It 
would also l>c a decided addition to the 
park if the land between the water and 
Walnut street could be included. As this 
is readily available for building sites, con- 
siderable would be added to the expense, 
but the construction of a long piece of 
street would be avoided. There Is now 
only one house on this land. 


Cultivation of Vacant Lots. 

The City of Buffalo, N. Y., counts its ex- 
perience of last year profitable, especially 
in its reduction of the demands usually 
made upon its Charities Bureau. One 
woman to whom was assigned a lot, re- 
ceived from the Bureau six dollars and 
seventy-nine cents, who for two previous 
years had received eighty and eighty-two 
dollars respectively. The total number of 
lots assigned was five hundred and seventy- 
eight. The number of applications for help 
from the Bureau was one hundred and 
fifty-seven against four hundred and one 
for the previous year, a reduction of over 
sixty per cent.

UK. STANLEY FINDS THEM TO UK OF THE 
SOUND WAVE VAIHETY— THE KAYS CAN- 
* NOT HE THANMM1TTED IN A VACUUM— 
EFFECT OF A RKFLKGTOR, A CONCAVE 
MIRROR, PLACED IN THE FOCtIH OF THE 
CATHODE TERMINAL. 


Several weeks ago, Mr. F. O. .Stanley of 
Newton started In to investiKate the prob- 
lem of the X rays. After many unsuccess, 
ful attempts, he succeeded in making some 
shadow pictures. Like other pictures that 
hail been made up to that time, they were 
blurred and shadowy in effect, and he de- 
cided that in order to make the X'ray dis- 
covery of the greatest value to science, pic- 
tures must be made witli the different parts 
well defined. 

fn order to do that, ho saw that it would 
ho necessary to have the force, or the mat- 
ter, or whatever it is that the X rays con- 
sist of, proceed from a common point; 
otherwise the effect would necessarily bo a 
shadow effect, possessing the umbra and 
pen-umbra of shadows made when the 
light came from a brond surface. To do 
tills, lie conceived the idea of placing with- 
in a Crookes tube a reflector, in the focus 
of tfio cathode terminal, which terminal 
wns shaped like a concave mirror; and, in 
accordance with the theory of Crookes, 
since the rndinnt matter within the tube 
was always thrown off at a rectilinear to 
tlie cathode surface, it would follow that 
this radiant matter or force, whichever it 
was, would lie brought to a focus op the 
reflector, anil would lie sent out from a 
common point, and in that way would 
create shadows which would bo sharp and 
clear in outline. 

In performing the experiment, the facts 
bore out the theory perfectly, and not only 
the shadowgraphs produced by that method 
extremely sharp and well defined, but be 
also found that it bad greatly increased the 
efficiency of the rays, as the same tube with 
the reflector inside and the same electrical 
appliances would produce an effect in 40 
seconds that required 40 minutes to pro- 
duce without the reflector. 


waves, and they bear the same relation to 
sound in general that ultra-light ravs or 
the actinic waves bear to light. These, 
waves are inaudible, owing to their groat 
rapidity. The rapidity is commensurate 
with too rapidity of light waves, conse- 
quently they excito in certain bodies, like 
glass and tungstate of calcium, fluore- 
scence which is perceptible to thueye, and, 
owing to their extreme rapidity, they in- 
ilueo a change in the sensitive silver salt in 
a dry plate analogous to the change that 
light induces. 

Since these waves are transmitted 
through bodies opaque to light, such as 
wood, the flesh, and many solids, they be- 
come of inestimable value to science and 
the arts in determining the internal con- 
struction of bodies through which light 
will not pass, and as it is known that they 
are sound waves, it is only a short time 
before means will be devised for condens- 
ing and concentrating them, so that any 
part of the human skeleton can be as 
plainly photographed as if stripped entire- 
ly of the flesh. Also, It is not at all im- 
probable that in examining the internal 
arrangement of the human body, it will he 
unnecessary to resort to photography ; that 
by means of proper screens, winch are 
rendered lluorescent, shadows can he 
thrown upon the screen which will ho as 
well defined as those which are recorded 
on the dry plate. 

In performing those experiments Mr. 
Stanley was greatly aided by the kindness 
of ('apt. (lower of the Falconer Manufac- 
turing Company, as the company was able 
to make any variety of Crookes tube that 
ho desired for use. As the use of the 
Crookes tube was entirely different from 
that for which it was ordinarily con- 
structed, in order to carry out the theories 
of reflection and concentration, it was 
necessary to have a great many tubes of 
different and unusual forms constructed.

In working with the reflector, he dis- 
covered that the reflected rays did not 
wholly follow the laws of reflected light. 
He then set out to discover the nature of 
the X rays, thinking that unless their 
nature was understood, whether it was 
light or electricity, or some other force, 
that progress toward utilizing their full 
value would be very slow. 

It had been a problem among scientists 
as to whether the rays, whatever they 
were, affected the plate directly by acting 
upon the sensitive silver salt, or whether 
the X rays passed through the silver salt, 
and by creating a fluorescence on the glass 
hack of the silver salt, indirectly produced 
the effect. 

To determine the truth in this direction, 
he coated a glass plate and an ordinary 
ferreotype plate, which is made of iron, 
from the same emulsion : they were then 
exposed exactly alike to Crookes tube, and 
the two plates were placed in the develop- 
ing tray together and developed. The 
effect upon the two was alike; the shadow- 
graph on the ferreotype plate was as well 
defined and intense as on the glass plate. 

This established the fact that it was not 
fluorescence from the glass that produced 
the effect. From many of the shadow- 
graphs which Mr. Stanley had made, there 
were evidences that the force correspond- 
ed more to sound waves or longitudinal 
waves than to light waves, which are 
transverse. 

If, then, the waves are sound waves, they 
must conform to all of the laws of sound, 
lie had noticed in his shadowgraphs that 
bodies which were easily excited to sonor- 
ous action were very transparent to the 
rays, while heavier bodies, Audios less 
easily excited to sonorous action, were 
more or less opaque to the rays. This he 
considered one proof in the sound wave 
theory. 

He then took a block of maple wood, 
placing on top of It a piece of-tin foil, also 
underneath next to the plate holder a 
similar piece of tin foil. If the wave that 
produced the effect was a sound wave, it 
would follow that the piece of tin foil near- 
est the plate holder would produce a denser 
shadow than the piece of tin foil placed on 
the opposite side of the wood from the 
plate holder, while, although in both cases 
the vibrations had to pass through the 
wood before reaching tne sensitive plate 
beyond, the sympathetic vibrations under 
the tin foil which was placed on top of the 
piece of wood would have a tendency to 
destroy, to some extent, the shadow cast 
by the tin foil. The result of his experi- 
ment proved conclusively his theory. 

He then placed a Crookes tube at the end 
of a long brass pipe, having a diameter of 
about two inches. He placed a plate holder 
at the other end of the tube, the tube being 
some four feet in length, in such a position 
that It would photograph through the ob- 
ject, which consisted of a piece of wire 
gauze, which was placed at the end of the 
tube near the plate holder. Within two 
inches of the Crookes tube, in an equally 
favorable position, he placed another 
holder containing a sensitive plate, with 
objects laid upon the holder casting 
shadows. Then, in a third equally favor- 
able position, he placed a third plate hold- 
er, with a sensitive plate, at a distance of 
two feet from the Crookes tube. 

Now, under these circumstances, he con- 
cluded that if the force were analogous to 
sound, it would not diminish as it passed 
through the brass tube in accordance with 
the law of inverse squares, hut. like a 
speaking tube, the effect would be quite 
murked, even at that distance from the 
Crookes tube. 

The exposure was mode, and the three 
plates were developed. The plate which 
was two feet from the tube iiad no image 
on it whatever, while the plate which was 
situated four feet away, at the end of the 
brass tube, had an image nearly as marked 
and well deliued us the plate which was 
only two inches from the Crookes tube. 

In this respect, it was seen that the force 
was analogous in its operation to the sound 
wave. 

His next experiment was to place a 
Crookes tube and a plate holder under the 
receiver of an air pumn, as shown in the 
accompanying cut, and the air was partially 
exhausted, so that the atmospheric pressure 
was about two pounds to the square inch, 
instead of 1.5. The Crookes tube was con- 
nected with a Holtz machine, and ait ex- 

1 insure of 20 minutes was made. The plate 
udder was then removed, and a second 
plate holder was placed in the same posi- 
tion, and an exposure of to minutes was 
made, with the air at the normal pressure 
in the receiver. 

If, in this ease, the density of the air hail 
no effect upon the transmission of force, 
the plate exposed ‘20 minutes under the low 
atmospheric pressure would have a greater 
deposit than the plate exposed only it) 
minutes under similar circumstances, 
except at the normal atmospheric pressure. 
The two plates were developed together ; 
the one having an exposure of ‘2(i minutes, 
after being developed a very long time, 
showing a slight shadow effect, while the 
other plate, developed up very quickly, 
showing a very dense image. 

Other experiments were made in the 
same line, all of which pointed to the fact 
tlw^Jlio intensity of the Image produced h> 
the "’mokes tube, like the intensity ot 
transmitted sound, depended on the air 
density. This amounts to a demonstration 
of the fuct that the X-rays are longitudinal 
vibratiuns of matter, unit that they are not 
propuguted in the absence of matter; in a 
complete vacuum, like sound, there could 
be no transmission of the X-rays. 

Although the waves in this case are what 
may lie termed sound waves, yet they are 
iMkrely be vend the perception of the ear.

Fredericksburg National Park. 

The following appeared in the Washing- 
ton Post last Saturday: 

Fredericksburg, Va., April 10.— Major 
(ieorge W. Morse of Boston, who partici- 
pated on the Federal side In the oattlcs 
fought in this vicinity during the war, in 
response to an invitation to lie present and 
deliver an address at the public meeting to 
he held here April 16 in tli£ interest of es- 
tablishing a national park, has sent the fol- 
lowing letter to Mayor A. P. Rowe, re- 
gretting his inability to he present: 

You have my sympathy and that of all, 
or practically all. of my comrades, in the 
work upon which you are entering. You 
w ill he successful. It is a good cause. 
There are more arguments favoring a 
national park in that region than in any 
other part of the United States. In the 
lirst place it would commemorate four of 
the greatest battles of the war. 

Again, it would ho the most central for 
all the people of our country, and, further- 
more, it is old Virginia, the venerable 
mother of Commonwealths, Presidents, 
statesmen, and brave men. 

1 have met but one or two in my life who 
doubted the last proposition, and they did 
not serve In the war, and probably could 
not be induced to serve in any war where 
stern danger had to he faced and brave 
men encountered. 

For my own part, and I think I speak for 
my comrades, the proposed park will com- 
memorate the valor and sincerity of Ameri- 
cans, irrespective of the color of their uni- 
forms, ami that valor and faith is one of 
our proudest inheritances.

From 1620 to 1805 wo had been occupied 
in doing deeds and making history worthy 
of monuments, and 1 think we may fairly 
enough admit that we have since then nut 
built rapidly enough as many as we’ should.

The testimonial dinner to Col. Kdwaril 
II. Haskell, which took place at the Park- 
er House, Boston, Tuesday evening, was 
an important occasion. It was not only a 
personal triumph for Mr. Haskell, being a 
recognition of his untiring efforts for a 
score of years In behalf of the biennial 
election amendment to the Constitution, 
which is soon to he submitted to the peo- 
ple, but it was also a sort of a thanksgiving 
jollification on the part of business, pro- 
fessional men and legislators, over the fact 
that the bill luul reached its present ad- 
vanced stage. 

Among Newton men present were Alden 
A. Spear, .1. It. Loeson, ('has. A. Haskell 
and (1. I). Gilman. 

Hon. Edward L. Pierce presided, and 
said that after 20 years of agitation a bill 
favoring biennial elections had at last 
passed the Legislature, and it was to he 
submitted to the people at the next elec- 
tion. The rights of the laboring people 
were not threatened, although they opposed 
it year after year. He could not under- 
stand why. There was one gentleman 
who had done more than anyone else to 
agitate in favor of biennial elections. His 
activity and shrewdness accomplished 
wonders. He did not think any man could 
have done better. The measure now goes 
to the people, and he thought it woutd he 
passed by a large majority. The persever- 
ance of Mr. Haskell is worthy of considera- 
tion. Without perseverance no man can 
become great. It was Charles .Sumner’s 
chief characteristic that lie was persever- 
ing. 

Mr. Haskell had served the state well in 
Ills own section, in Essex County. We 
have rejoiced to tight under his banner, to 
be his lieutenants. 

When presented Mr. Haskell was accord- 
ed a hearty round of applause. He thanked 
those present for their kind reception. All 
credit was not due to himself for the suc- 
cess of the biennial elections measure. All 
present luul assisted nobly. It was a non- 
partisan measure. Twenty years ago the 
agitation began. Seventeen years ago a 
fair-sized vote was given for the measure. 
In 1 K7« It was fairly brought before the 
people. Gov. Rice advocated it warmly, 
and he was followed by Govs. Talbot, Ames 
and Brackett. It has been considered by 
17 Legislatures, and a favorable vote from 
a majority, at least one brunch of each 
Legislature. We believe that the people at 
large now favor the enactment of. the law. 
Business prospects will he broadened and 
helped by elections every other year in- 
stead of yearly. The agitation accompany- 
ing each election has had an ill effect on 
business growth. 

I n the past the attitude of our commercial 
bodies has been fertile right in the shaping 
of proper legislation. So it is in this case. 
The press of the state has also done nobly, 
too, In furthering the cause. When tills 
measure is incorporated into the Constitu- 
tion by the vote of the people we can con- 
gratulate ourselves that we have done our 
part toward helping it along. Mr. Haskell 
said he was confident that all would lie 
reaily to help in an aggressive campaign in 
the cause of the proposed legislation.

THE STREET RAILWAY CONTEST. 

We publish two (.‘oininunieations from 
stockholders of the Newton Street Railway 
protesting against any interference with 
the profits of that company from its Wash- 
ington street traffic. They give a moving j 
picture of the early struggles of that com- j 
pany to get a location, and so accommodate I 
Newton people, which would be pathetic, 
if it were not humorous, and the letters 
give a “specious,” we borrow the adjective 
from one of the letters, description of the 
situation. 

But the question to be considered first of 
all is, whether Washington street has been 
widened at great expense for the benefit of 
the public, or for that of the Newton Street 
Railway? There is only one answer, of 
course. Under our very unsatisfactory 
street railway laws, a street railway com- 
pany pays nothing for its franchise, and 
hence can be said to have no rights in the 
public streets. The franchise is a free 
gift, and why should one company be 
granted favors rather than another, merely 
because its hat was extended first? 

The city made the gift in the first place, 
and it has the power to revoke the same at 
any time, and the companies have no right 
to object. But the city ought to be fair in 
the matter, to treat all the companies with 
equal justice, and at the same time look out 
for the comfort and convenience of the 
citizens. 

What the people demand is one fare and 
a continuous passage to any part of New- 
ton, and it would beniuch less of a hard- 
ship to have transfers to Waltham, than to 
have all going to different points of New 
ton be obliged to change cars. The Wal- 
tham line is a great convenience, but it 
takes trade away from local merchants, 
and is of much more advantage to Waltham 
than to Newton. 

Even if all the cars started from Newton, 
the Waltham line would still get its share 
of the local business, and prohabty be able 
to pay the same high rate of dividends and 
have its stock quoted just as high as at 
present. The more cars, the more traffic, 
is the general rule. 

The numerous street railway corpora^ 
tions in Newton were not so very long ago 
practically the same thing, with the same 
officers and the same stockholders, and the 
different corporations existed mainly to 
collect separate fares. No one expected 
this condition of things would continue 
beyond the abolition of the grade cross- 
ings, and the time has come when the 
public demands one fare and one continu- 
ous passage from Newton to the other 
villages. Transfers will not answer the 
purpose, and as this thing has got to come, 
it would be wiser for the street railway 
companies to arrange matters amicably, 
than to carry the issue into a city election, 
and have a board of aldermen who would 
not be so well-disposed as the present one. 

The Newton & Waltham road would not 
suffer, as now most of the people who want 
to go to the South side of the city, take the 
steam ears to Newtonville and West New- 
ton, und change there, as it is as cheap, and 
they can save time by so doing. The Rail- 
road commissioner bogy, that our corre- 
spondents threaten, is nothing to be afraid 
of, as arrangements for the joint use of the 
trucks could be easily made. Washington 
street really does not belong to any one 
street railway, but to the whole city. 


( HARTER REVISION. 

There is no question with any one as to 
the necessity of a revision of our city 
charter, und if anything is to be done about 
it this yeur, it should be done before the 
end of the year, so that the plan reported 
con be carefully considered. In previous 
years, the plans have been reported so late 
in the year, that there was no time to con- 
sider all their special features, and make 
the needed corrections, und this is the 
reuson they have failed. It would be an 
excellent idea to huve a committee of citi- 
zens, representing former members of the 
city government, appointed to meet with a 
committee of the city council, and if such 
committees began their work now, they 
would be ready to report by the first of 
September. 

One of the most urgent necessities is to 
have some form of a board of public works, 
who would know something ubout the 
work to be done, could keep watch of pro- 
posed legislation, and see that preparations 
were made in time. This would save the 
city thousands of dollars every year. 

The necessity for such a board lias been 
made evident several times this year. The 
delay in making contracts for street water- 
ing is one instance which will appeal to 
every one, and a permanent board would 
huve seen to it thut this was done in time. 

Another instance is furnished in the 
order pussed without remurk hy the ulder- 
mun, for the sale of some JB ucreslof the 
Wuhan poor fur in for $14,500. No one 


seemed to know that on this land Is the 
only gravel pit In that section, and that it 
Is worth at least $10, (XX) to the highway de- 
partment. 

The order will be voted by tin* mayor, 
but a board of public works, familiar with 
the city, would have seen before the order 
was passed, that it was a great mistake. 

Another Instance was on Boylston street, 
whete the property owners generously 
offered to give land for the widening of the 
street. The offer would have been ac- 
cepted had not Alderman Noyes happened 
to think that one side of this street was 
mainly a high rocky ledge or a swamp, and 
that widening on that side would be a 
terribly expensive proceeding. It was 
found that the land offerred was on that 
side of the street. 

There are all the time orders of this 
nature coming up, innocently enough pre- 
sented. but which ought not to pass, and 
there Is no authority to whom they can be 
referred in advance. 

It Is very unfair to hold the mayor re- 
sponsible for all this business, and 
to require of him a knowledge of city 
affairs which only years of experience 
could give, and an oversight that no one 
official could be expected to give, and 
something should be done this year, to 
remedy mat ters. 

lit ’ max nature, apparently remains the 
same, with the passing of the centuries.

There have been many and loud com- 
plaints, this week, at the delay in bringing 
out the watering carts. The dust is several 
inches deep on most of the streets, and it 
blows everywhere, the tightest doors and 
windows can not keep it out, and all who 
have to be on the street are annoyed by it. 
The lack of water is also doing great 
damage to the streets, themselves, the fine 
top-dressing being blown away, leaving ex- 
posed the coarser stones and it will costa 
good deul to replace it. As the bust of 
March and first of April are always apt to 
have dusty days, the arrangements for 
street watering ought to have been made 
weeks ago. The trouble is that the high- 
way committee, not having had much ex- 
perience, did nothing about the contracts 
until the dust was forced upon their atten- 
tion, and have not yet given out their con- 
tracts, although every play’s delay means a 
distinct loss to the city in the damage to 
the road beds, to say nothing of the terrible 
nuisance. The Highway Committee ought 
to brace up.

FIRE AND AIR. 

Their Intimate Relation Wan Early Rr«. 
n(ti I red — Lord Huron'* Relief. 

The intimate relation between fire 
nnd air was early recognized, seeing 
that experience soon taught that air was 
necessary for fire. The experiment of 
burning a caudle in a closed vessel, now 
so familiar to every schoolboy, is a very 
Old one, und the influence of a blast of 
air on a furnace had been probably no- 
ticed from a very remote period. By 
some it was affirmed to bo tho food of 
fire, while by others the same belief was 
embodied in the phrase, “Air nonrishes 
fire. ’ ’ 

Again, it wos h'p: ago observed that 
niter, a substance .veil known to the 
chemical philosophers of tho past, con Id 
produce intense ignition. It wns hence 
inferred that, since niter possessed this 
property, it necessarily followed that 
tho two substances resembled each other 
in composition. According to Robert 
Boyle, the air contained “volatilo ni- 
ter,” while Lord Bacon held that air 
contained a “volatile, crude and windy 
spirit,” aud thunder nnd lightning wero 
supposed to ho due to the presence of 
minnte particles of this niter diffused 
through air. 

The important henring of snoh obser- 
vations is dne to tho fact that oxygen 
gas, which is one of tho chief constitu- 
ents of air and tho one to which it owes 
its power of supporting combustion, 
also forms the largest elementnry con • 
stitneut of niter and is likewise the 
source of the power possessed by that 
body of supporting combustion. 

The action of heat on metals in caus- 
ing them to lose their metallic Inster 
had ulso not escaped notice, nnd Cardan, 
a philosopher who lived during the six- 
teenth century, in noticing the increase 
in weight that lend undergoes when 
heated in air, attributed it to the gas in 
the air, which feeds flame aud which 
rekindles a body presenting an ignited 
point. — Scottish Review.

The Gulf Stream. 

Remarking upon some of the geo- 
graphical charts now available to the 
student of physical science, it is pointed 
out by a writer that elsewhere in tho 
world there is not so majestic a flow of 
water as the gulf stream, a remarkable 
body having its headquarters in tho 
gulf of Mexico, from thence flowing 
northeasterly along the shores of tho 
United States to the bunks of New- 
foundland. Then, rushing across tho 
Atlantic ocean to the British isles, it is 
divided into two currents, one flowing 
northward to the Atlantic ocean, the 
other southward to the Azores, and tho 
velooilyof this immense flow being ulso 
more rapid than that of the Mississippi 
at New Orleans or even of the Amazon 
at 100 miles above its mouth. Phenom- 
enal, too, is the fact that, although its 
bed aud hunks are cold water, yet the 
vast stream is very warm, aud so greut 
is the absence of affinity or commin- 
gling between these waters that their lino 
of junction is’ distinctly visible to tho 
oye. Further, the waters of this won- 
derful stream do not in any purt of their 
course touch tlie bottom of the sea. They 
are defended at tlie bottom aud sides by 
what has been termed a trough of cold 
water, one of the best, nonconductors. 
Consequently very little heat is lost, 
aud the warm water is carried thou- 
sands of miles, losing only four degrees 
of heat on the journey from the gulf of 
Mexico to the British isles.

NEWTON'S NEW PLAN K»R OARIXO FOR 
Till TRAMP* T1UKD WITH UttKAT SUO- 
CKAI* — Til K PROBLEM SOLVED. 

The new plan roqnirlna all men, who are 
Indued over night nt the police station, to 
work! four hours the following day, was 
tried for the first time Wednesday morning 
with perfect success. It has been the 
custom for the past three or four years to 
send those who apply for a night’s lodging 
at any of the other stations, over to Station 
2, where a large room is provided for the 
purpose, and the accommodations are 
better. The average number of lodgers is 
twenty-three but has often exceeded thirty 
ami during the month of March co? were 
booked. 

Twenty-three “knights of the road” w ere 
unlucky enough to come under the new 
system Wednesday, and at O.no a. m. were 
marched from the station-house to one of 
the city's gravel pits on California street. 
The land is that on which the old Italian 
shanty once stood anti affords an excellent 
opportunity for the work, which was 
planned by Mr. Geo. Stuart, to be carried 
on. 

The party was in charge of Sergt. Clay 
and Officer B. F. Burke, ami through the 
courtesy of the former a Graphic report- 
er was allowed to accompany it. When 
leaving the station these “weary walkers" 
were told that were about to be given a 
good breakfast and nothing mentioned of 
the work that was to follow. Some evi- 
dently knew what to expect and protested 
that they had money enough to buy a 
breakfast, while others said they ought to 
be nt work at 7 o'clock. There is no doubt 
to the truth of the latter remark but the 
other should be taken with a grain of salt. 

By an act passed in the legislature in 1895 
each city or town is given the power to re- 
quire twenty- four hours work of any per- 
son who bulges in a place provided for 
such a purpose and at the expense of the 
town. The men evidently understood this 
and did but little grumbling. When they 
arrived at the pit breakfast was not quite 
ready and they were set to work digging 
and sifting gravel. 

Some of the men took kindly to the work 
and could give many of the city laborers 
points, while others thought their physi- 
cal strength would not allow it. Hegard- 
ing the latter case, if a man offers such an 
excuse, he is taken to the city physician 
and examined, and if found incapable for 
work he is released, but if able to work he 
is tried in the police court for vagrancy, 
which probably means a year in the work- 
house at Bridgewater. 

Breakfast was served about ten minutes 
after the arrival of the party, in a small 
wooden building erected for that purpose, 
ami in which the cooking is done, the 
meal consisted of Irish stew, containing 
plenty of meat and vegetables, bread and 
coffee with milk and sugar. There was 
plentv of everything and the tramps 
realizing this, ate heartily. Mr. C. O. Davis 
*is the steward, and is to be complimented 
on his excellent cooking. Mayor Cobb was 
present for a short time. The mayor 
tasted the food and pronounced it excellent, 
ami the tramps had an equally good opinion 
of it. and some asked if napkins went with 
it, at which every one laughed. 

At breakfast time the party became quite 
merrv. and most of them seemed to take 
•their lot in the best of humor. Having 
finished thev were taken back to wofk 
under the chief. Officer B. F. Burke, ami 
Steward C. O. Davis, and kept until 11 
o’clock. , . . 

The following figures will show what 
profit the citv will realize out of the ven- 
ture. Twenty-three men working four hours 
a day, or i>2 hours is equal to ten highway 
employes working one day at nine hours a 
day. The cost of employing these city 
laborers would amount to $17.50 and the 
onlv expense the working of the tramps 
incurs is the employment of a steward and 
the cost «»f feeding them, which is much 
smaller than the amount of money sav 
by this new plan. 

There is no doubt that the system will 
cause the number of lodgers to lessen and 
that in the future most <d these “weary 
walkers” will avoid New ton. 

In Behalf of the Newton Street Railway, 

To the Editor of the GttAi'itic 

Representing an estate, the heirs of 
which are large stock-bidders in the New- 
ton Street Railway Company, I am too 
much interested to keep silent under a 
proposition to deprive that company of the 
best part of its franchise and business, the 
Washington street part, and give it to 
another company ; or, as seems to be pro- 
posed, to three other companies. If such a 
thing was necessary in the public Interest 
the chartered rights and Interests of the 
Newton Street Railway Co. would have to 
yield, for it holds its franchise subject to 
the superior rights of the public, buj it 
does not hold them subject to the interests 
and welfare of the Wellesley & Boston 
Railway Co., or any other company, and 
the board of aldermen have no right to 
destroy or revoke the franchise of the 
Newton Street Railway Co., either in 
whole or in part, out of consideration for 
any other private corporation. As an ex- 
cuse for this attempted robbery of char- 
tered rights, it is held out that cars could 
be run from New ton corner to any other 
village for live cents w Ttliout change ; and 
this is the only public advantage claimed 
for the proposition. Everybody know 
that to accomplish that result it is neithei 
necessary or advisable to interfere at all 
with the rights of the Newton Street Rail- 
way. If the Wellesley Street Railway 
want to run a car from Lower Falls to 
Newton corner without ohunge the statutes 
already provide tliut they may do it, with 
the consent of the board of aldermen and 
tin; railroad commissioners. <»n such fair 
terms as may be determined, and if the 
Wellesley road is allowed to build a single 
track to Newton corner by the side of the 
Newton Street Railway track, it will still 
have to get permission of the board of 
aldermen and railway commissioners to 
use the Newton Street Railway track in 
exactly the same way as if uses its own 
track.’ And this it asks for and (imposes 
in its petition. In other words, it is ;id- 
mitted that there must be a double track 
used in common by both companies, or all 
companies if the Newton Street Railway 
Co. is to be hampered or limited in its loca- 
tion on Washington street. It is just as 
«asy and practicable for the Wellesley Co. 
to use the double track of the Newton 
Street Railway Co. oil Washington street 
us to use its present single track, and it is 
perfectly obvious that the only motive for 
giving the Wellesley Co. the right to 
purallel tiie Newton Street Railway Com- 
pany's track on Washington street is to 
divide its Washington street business witli 
it w ithout compensation. It is a stock job- 
bing operation pure and simple, a scheme 
to increase the vuiue of the Wellesley Rail- 
road stock ut tiie expense of that of the 
Newton Street Railway We have been 
strongly advised to sell out our Newton 
Street Hallway stock as quickly us possi- 
ble on tiie ground that this scheme is sure 
to go through the board of aldermen, and 
our stock become greatly depreciated in 
value. 1 don't believe there is any dungur 
of any such scheme going through the 
bourd of aldermen, or through the hoard of 
railroad commissioners, as will Im neces- 
sary to give it any effect. The idea that 


; cars are going to start from Nonantuin 
square for NoRkntum village without 
change, or to any of the other villages, ex- 
cept at very infrequent Intervals, or that it 
is prnctieanle for years to come to establish 
! any such arrangement, is unreasonable, as 
well as of very siiglit con sentience. The 
i free transfer is all that the public asks for, 
and nil that for some time to come is prue- 
, tieable, and when anything more is needed 
or is practicable the public can have It lust 
1 as quickly and just as easily and surely If 
the Newton Street Railway Co. Is not 
| forced into a fight for the Washington 
street business with the Wellesley Co,, or 
any other company. The utter Impracti- 
cability of two or three different corpora- 
| tions operating and using the same tracks 
! and appliances and competing for the same 
long st retell of local business, is too np- 
J parent. Certainly the public interest lias 
; nothing to do with this absurd proposition, 
and I believe the bourd of aldermen will 
hesitate long before lending its official aid 
to such a scheme.

To the editor or the GRAPHIC: 

We notice tlmt your editorial columns 
have favored the specious scheme for hav- 
ing all street ears start from Newton and 
run to different parts of tiie city, ns far as 
necessary, over the Washington street 
tracks, and, to this end. that you seem to 
approve of granting a parallel location 
with the Newton Street Railway on that 
street. 

We think you have not forgotten the 
pioneer efforts of the Newton Street Rail- 
way, anil the many years it was rebuffed in 
Its efforts to get a foothold in Newton, and 
that it received very little encouragement 
from Newton people, who did not believe it 
was wanted. 

The projectors were obliged to raise tiie 
capital largely everywhere, but tiie people 
found they wanted the road after it was 
put in, and, moreover, as they found it was 
growing profitable, have bought the stock, 
and it is now largely owned in Newton, the 
Newton people having bought it at an ad- 
vance above our value. 

We know that you want nothing but jus- 
tice. and a competing parallel location for a 
long distance is an anomaly which does 
not exist, we understand, in this state. In 


many states it is restricted by law to a 
iber 


number of feet for connection, as, for in- 
stance. in New York, one thousand feet. 

We do not believe that any board would 
grant such an unjust petition, and, particu- 
larly, in view of the fact that the Newton 


Mr. William I’itt Wentworth died at his 
home on Hunncwell Hill, Monday morn- 
ing, at the age of 57 years, after an illness 

several weeks, of heart trouble. He was 
taken ill in the winter but the serious 
nature of bis illness was not known until 
about two weeks ago. when it was an- 
nounced that the probabilities were against 
his recovery. 

He was born in Bellows Falls. Vt., and 1 
studied architecture under the famous Eng- 
lish architect, Dudley, in New York, lie j 
came to Boston about thirty years ago. 

e soon rose to prominence in his profes- 
sion and has been widely known as a suc- 
cessful designer of churches and hospitals. 
Churches planned by him arc scattered all 
over the country, in Norfolk, Va., the 
Jamestown, N. V. Memorial ohurch, costing 
$175,000, and the Flower Memorial church 
iu Watertown, N. Y., and others in many 
cities and towns in New Fnglnnil. Among 
the Hospitsls planned by him are the New- 
ton Hospital, regarded as a model for the 
smaller hospitals ; the Lynn hospital, the 
Washington Homo in Boston, the Ouincy 
Hospital: the Mary Fletcher Hospital iii 
Burlington, Vt., and the State Insane 
Hospital now being built at Mediield. He 
also designed the Dean Academy at Frank- 
lin. He designed many of the most 
attractive houses in Newton and other sub- 
urban cities, and the amount of work lie 

as able to do showed his intense applica- 
tion to business. 

He was a prominent member of Grace 
‘hurch and was greatly interested in the 
choir, of which ho was for many years a 
member. For fifteen years he has served 
ns clerk of tho parish. He leaves a widow 
but no children. 

The funeral services were held at 4 

'clock, Tuesday afternoon in Grace 
eliureli, and were attended by a large num- 
ber of relatives and friends of the de- 
ceased, including many business men from 
Boston and numbers of Grace church, with 
which he had been prominently connected 
for a quarter of a century, and representa- 
tives of the Washington Home, of which 
lie was a trustee, and the Boston Architects 
Club. Rev. Dr. George W. Shinn, the rector 
of the church, and an old friend of tiie de- 
ceased, officiated, and the Episcopal burial 
service was used with music by the vested 
choir. As the choir went out, each mem- 
ber plaeed a bouquet of violets on the 
casket. The remains were conveyed Wed- 
nesday morning to Bellows Falls, Vt., for 
interment in tiie family lot.

Japan Up to Date.

By u most ingenious device about 800 
tous of definitive pipes were laid ufter 
they hud been rejected by the clerk of 
tho works, uud tho Tokyo citizens, it is 
estimated, thereby sulfur a loss of about 
1,000,000 yen. 

The officials of the company are now 
awaiting trial — which apparently does 
not pievint tho newspapers in Japan 
from assuming their guilt. — St. James 
Gazette.

The Kxeeptlonn, Who Wed Men of the 
World, Alwnya Repent or It. 

A young man writes to Edward W. 
Bok inquiring why so many girls seem 
to prefer the company of young follows 
of slightly blotted character — mon who 
hnvo seen the world — and in many cases 
marry them, in fnce of Ihe fact that 
Ihoir past, lives are known to them. In 
The Ladies’ Home Journal Mr. Bok, its 
editor, makes this reply: "Girls — that 
is, the right kind of girls — do not prefer 
the company of young men of this sort. 
Doubtless, yon have como across in- 
stances where this rule has been other- 
wise; so have I. But it is oil in the 
seeming, nnd not in tho reality. Depend 
upon one thing — girls have ns high an 
estimate of purity in man ns men have 
of purity in woman. 

"There are, of course, cases to tho 
contrary, but these are few. Where girls 
marry men who ure known to have led 
what is called a ‘worldly life,’ it is 
more generally duo to a misunderstand- 
ing of facts or to ignornneo than people 
imagine. There is a type of girl who 
finds a peculiar satisfaction in the con- 
quest of u man who has 'seen the world’ 
and then comes to her us the one woman 
of all her sex who can make him happy. 
This sometimes pleases her vanity and 
love of conquest, but she is not many 
years older before sho discovers that 3he 
hns satisfied those feelings at a very 
high cost. 

"There is another typo of girl who 
rather fancies a man who is what is 
culled ‘fast. ’ Bnt that sort of girl is 
painfully ignorant of what is meant by 
that word us applied to a man. If she 
were not, sho would bo very apt to 
change tho adjective to ‘vulgnr. ’ And 
as sho matures sho finds this out. It is 
only yonng men of upright lives who 
can hope to win the favor and love of 
girls of high motives, the girls who 
mnko the best wives. If, at times, girls 
seem to favor yonng men of another 
kind, the glamour is simply transitory. 
It is rare, very rare, that a girl’s better 
instincts do not lead her to the higher 
grade of yonng men. An npright life 
j never fails of reward, and of tho highest 
reward, from tho hand of woman.”

Mayor Cobb a Candidate. 

The Boston Evening Record lias evident- 
ly been reading up back files of the 
Graphic as it announced on Wednesday 
what we published some w eeks ago, that 
Mayor Cobb was a candidate for Congress, 
but the Record with characteristic ac- 
curacy calls him “ex- Mayor,” and also gets 
his initials wrong. What it suid was as 
follows: 

The Record is enabled to state upon 
positive authority that there is a new and 
considerably formidable candidate in the 
field for the republican congressional nomi- 
nation, created by Gen. Draper’s decision 
not to stand again. 

The man is ex-Muvor Cobb of Newton. 

This appears exclusively in the Record 
now, although it is more than likely that 
late editions of other papers w ill copy this 
news from the Record, as so often happens 
to be the case. 

The announcement that Mr. Cobb would 
accept a nomination if tendered w ill cause 
especial activity in New ton, where Mr. J. 
II. l.ccson, so favorably known in the city 
and district, lias already been indorsed by 
so many leading citizens. 

Mr. l.ccson. it lias been understood, 
would not seek a nomination actively. 

s. L. Bowers, it is said, is Mr. Cobb s 
first lieutenant, and he and his friends 
claim that Newton and Watertown both 
w ill elect Cobb delegates.

An unimportant session of the school 
hoard was held Wednesday evening in the 
old ( Iaflin school building. Little business 
of importance was transacted and the meet- 
ing would have been brief, had it not been 
for the discussion involved by the Adams 
school and Harvard University orders. 
Mayor Cobb was in the c hair and called 
the board to order promptly at 7.11 o’clock. 

The only communication received from 
the city council was the report of Supt. 
Geo. If. Elder, inspector of public build- 
ings, who at request of the school board 
and city council had inspected each school 
house and reported as to its condition. 

At present they were all in proper con- 
| d it ion and any that had been found other- 
wise at the time of the inspection, had 
| been since repaired. On motion of Mr. 

J Hollis the report was accepted and placed 
I on Bile. 

| Superintendent Aldrich then read his 
monthly report in which he explained his 
action in purchasing coal and the reason, 
as he thought, of the city council's adop- 
i tion of the order requiring all purchases 
i of coal to be made by the committee on 
! fuels and lights. Later in his report he 
i said that the new Adams school had been 
j opened this month and four of the rooms 
j occupied. The report was accepted with 
the provisio that the portion, regarding 
\ the purchase of coal, be referred to the 
j committee on supplies. 

Mr. Avery asked if the new Adams 
school is to remain as it is with only four 
rooms occupied ? 

Superintendent Aldrich said that this 
was done so that the overcrowded effect 
now at Hyde school, Newton Highlands, 
would not he produced in Xewtonville. 

Mr. Avery said that this action in allow- 
ing only four rooms of the new building to 
be used was a source of a great deal of 
discontentment among the residents of 
Xewtonville, and they were not as reason- 
able as they might be in considering this. 
He thought that such an action would not 
produce a crowded effect and that the 
parents of the scholars, who had been 
debarred, were restless and agitated and 
their right should lie recognized, ne did 
not approve of the plan of dividing schools, 
part in the new and part in the old build- 
ing. and thought that the Xewtonville 
parents desired all their children to attend 
one school, and that it was no more than 
fair that their rights should be recognized. 

Mr Ward thought that the board had 
settled the matter once and for all and that 
they would not recede from their action. 
He said if all were allowed to attend the 
new building the old one would never lie 
| used again as a school. At the hearing 
given the matter some Xewtonville resi- 
dents admitted to him that they were 
aware that such would be the case. He 
thought the previous action of the board 
perfectly right and would disapprove of any 
other action. 

Superintendent Aldrich read the figures 
showing the attendance at thellvdeand 
Adams schools, and explained that the 
division of the latter school had been made 
as a measure of economy as it reduced the 
teaching force. 

Mr. Avery said that he hoped the motion 
he had made, allowing all the scholars to 
attend one building, would be granted and 
thought it the proper course. Keeping 
both buildings opened entailed an addi- 
tional expense of SHOO or $000. The motion 
| was voted down. 

I The report of the finance committee 
i showed the expenses of the schools for the 
| month of April to have been $i4.7M.:ts, and 
that $113.20 nad been taken from the extra 
i appropriations to furnish the Adams 
school. The report of the committee was 
i accepted and placed on file. 

I An order authorizing the superintendent 
and committee on text books and supplies 
to arrange w ith Mr. Paul H. llanos, and 
complete arrangements of the plan as 
• ffered by him in the report of the superin- 
tendent last month, that ten students from 
the Harvard University be allowed to visit 
the Newton schools for one day each week 
and in return allowing ten teachers front 
the Newton schools to attend the Univer- 
sity. 

Mr. Ward could not see what benefit the 
teachers would derive from it and w anted 
to learn more about the plan. 

Mr. Noyes explained the advantage of 
such a plan and endorsed the adoption of 
the measure. He thought it a purely re- 
ciprocal agreement, and that a numlier of 
teachers had already signified their desire 
of enjoying it. 

Superintendent Aldrich explained the 
plan more fully and said that he had re- 
ceived letters from three different teachers, 
signifying their desire to accept the privi- 
lege offered. 

Mr. Huntington favored it and thought 
, that the consent of tiie teachers should be 
I received before a student was allowed to 
I visit the room, as if this was not done some 
unpleasantness might arise. 

.Mr. Ward failed to seethe benefits of the 
plan and thought the sentiment of the 
teachers should lie heard. He was unwill- 
ing to vote in favor of it until he knew 
more about it. 

Mr. Hollis saw no objections to passing 
the order, and thought the good judgment 
of the superintendent and committee could 
be relied on t" complete satisfactory plans. 
He thought the schools of Newton bad 
I been complimented by Prof, llanos aud 
1 urged the adoption of the order. U was 
: passed.

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THE SINGLE TAX. 


AN A1WWF.H TO MOM K OF THK I'OINTS 
RAISED HY MW .INI' KM. 


To the Editor of the GnArittr: - 

Will you kindly grant me a minimum of 
space in which to make tanly answer to 
the handsome article in opposition to the 
Single Tax in your issue of April :trd. 
Your correspondent has the making of an 
excellent Single Taxer in the fairness with 
which he states the principles of his ad- 
versary, leaving his respondent the grate- 
ful task of suggesting correction of what 
seems to me to he only a confusion of 
thought in their application. 

LORD SCULLY NOT A FARMER. 

Your critic speaks of Lord Scully as a 
farmer, which he is not in any sense, but a 
landlord pure and simple, who puts under 
tribute to himself not only his tenant 
farmer of today, but the score or a hundred 
villages and cities that are Mire to rise 
upon his three million acres in the hun- 
dreds of years to come. Therein lies the 
wrong. Lord Scully is the immigrant 
against whom legislative protection is 
needed. He it is who works more hard- 
ships to his fellows than a hundred 
thousand perspiring toilers realty and 
eager to produce the wealth of which there 
is never enough. The Single Tax would 
largely or entirely destroy the value to him 
of his by him unused acres. He is the 
thriftless foreigner whom the natural law 
of the Single Tax would return to his 
native heath without aid of artificial anti- 
immigrant laws! His tenant farmer, as 
the producer, instead of paying rent to 
landlord and taxes on both land and im- 
provements as now (with perhaps the 
ultimate reversion of improvements to the 
landlord) would then be relieved by at least 
the amount of his ground rent now paid to 
Seullv, beside further relief in proportion 
as the value of his improvements should 
exceed the value of the land. As a matter 
of principle a farmer who holds a large 
farm naturally rich should pay a propor- 
tionate tax, whether he uses all this land 
or not ami no matter what the comparative 
value of his Improvements. As a matter of 
fact the exemption of the equal or greater 
value of his improvements will more than 
offset the increased rate under the Single 
Tax. Beyond this is what we obstinately 
incline to overlook, his relief from indirect 
taxes amounting to at least 25 or .*>0 per cent 
of what would otherwise be his savings. 
The poor widow with a valuable improved 
city lot is a paradox unusual and unnatural 
ana should fairly be considered in connec- 
tion with the total estate from which it 
was bequeathed to her. But suppose a 
temporary hardship, a seeming wrong 
attend the application of a right principle, 
is it no extenuation that ninety and nine 
other needy w idows are liberated from the 
relentlessness of a monthly rent whose 
claim is prior to that of the very life of 
themselves and their children? 

LIIE LABORING MAN WITH TOIL ANI» 
ECONOMY. 

The house of the wise laboring man is 
worth at least twice as much as his land. 
He now gives both house and land as 
security to the bank. His house exempted 
would be by so much the better security. 
Under the Single Tax he would have small 
purchase money to pay for his land and 
hence would have so much less to borrow 
on his house. 

LARGE HOUSES ON SMALL LOTS. 

A house in the city proper now covers all 
the lot. It is true the Single Tax compell- 
ing the best use of land would multiply 
better buildings leaving those unfit for 
human habitation to go a begging. The 
squalid tenements of the poor are “jammed 
into the smallest conceivable space” now ; 
the Single Tax will take “increment” 
profit out of land and with it will go the 
squalor, thus righting by u natural law a 
wrong with which the health department 
w ith best of intentions is unable to cope. 
'The house with more light and air in the 
suburbs where it naturally belongs would 
gain rather than lose in comparative at- 
tractions and availability. Free access to 
land together with rapid and cheap transit 
are the best guarantees for free light and 
air. The user of land will build what will 
rent, not he, but the people will then as 
now determine whether they will live in 
twelve storied fiats or in one storied houses. 
The value of the land will govern the 
character of the improvements. 

VACANT SPACES ON RACK BAY. 

The question is not so much concerning 
these spaces which have reuuired large 
improvement outlay to make them habita- 
ble as it is why the city of Boston instead 
of filling up, pressing out upon its own 
circumference symmetrically, naturally, is 
obliged to skip Cottage Farm and go to 
Allston or lose its population to the New- 
tons ami Wellesley Farms in frantic efforts 
to outreach the land speculator, and all 
this becouse the owners of Cottage Farm 
will neither use their land nor allow any 
one else to use it, for w hich useless pre- 
emption the community pays to them a 
large annual bounty in form of increasing 
selling value. 

The §2000 mortgage on $2000 of house 
and siooo of land would very properly 
have to be reduced at maturity if required 
by the bunk. If the owner is foreclosed 
a ud sold out ami w ants to build again lie is 
at no disadvantage; all lie lias lost is his 
Siooo put into land which he can now get 
for little or nothing. Under the Single 
Tax he would have had to borrow only 
$1000 to begin with. 

TUMULE IN REAL ESTATE. 

The Single Taxer does not say that the 
•*Keal Katate owner" cuu not escape. Taxes 
upon buildings can l»e shifted, taxes upon 
laud value tor ground rent’ cannot lie 
shifted upon his tenant by tin- landlord. 
In this all economists agree. It will 
destroy speculative value. The rental 
value will remain. The owner must 
“escape” or else use and improve his land. 
Why should exempted buildings wish to 
“escape" and why should they “tumble” 
below the value of taxed buildings? Why 
should “small owners all try to sell out at 
once?” 

Whiskey. Single Tax advocates as such 
have nothing to say about cheapness of 
whiskey. Your critic must have inad- 
vertently confounded Single Tax doctrine 
with some Single Taxer's personal opin- 
ions. The Single Tux would certainly 
facilitate no license, prohibition or a 
restrictive or prohibitive revenue tax by 
making governments and muuioipalities 
independent of revenue from such sources. 

Free Trade. Your correspondent can 
easily assure himself thut tfie tariff bus 
comparatively nothing to do w ith the pres- 
ent hard times uny more than it hail to do 
w ith the hurd times os l H7-t or 1K57 or IK3(l,or 
with his permission 1 will offer him the 
proofs in a future and shorter letter. 

Naboth’s Vineyard. Naboth was using 
his vineyard ami persumably paying his 
taxes. The Single Tax defends his title 
against all comers, even Kings. 

Deuteronomy. The luuguugc of the law 
is pluin Single Tax language “which the 
Lord thy Hod giveth thee to possess it.” 
The Single Tax disturbs no laud mark or 
possession. These people w ere an agricul- 
tural people who from their (locks and 
herds ami the products of their laud must 
have paid a tax rudely proportionate to 
their occupancy of the laud.

The Dedham Road Race. 

Dedham was the objective point for 
thousands of wheelmen, Monday after- 
noon. and every bicycle club in Newton 
was represented, to say nothing of the 
hundreds of the unattached who • found 
their way there. The course was from 
Dedham to Highlandville by way of Need- 
ham and return, and the road was lined 
with spectators, whose wheels rested 
against the fences by the hundreds, and 
carriages without number were lined up 
along the road and kept moving about and 
getting in the way of the riders. The 
course has many hills, but they are not 
hard ones, although they caused a number 
of disastrous spills, a dozen riders going 
down in a heap and getting up with 
wrecked wheels and more or less serious 
bruises. There was the usual long delay in 
starting, and it was 4 o’clock before the 
word was given. The 130 men got away in 
great shape and those who survived the 
accidents of the first two miles were most 
of them able to finish. There was a great 
cry of Butler all along the line, but this 
favorite did not seem to be in it. The first 
limn seen to come down the home stretch 
was Boudon of Fall River, who had a long 
lead and was an easy winner. Then they 
began to come in bunches and the specta- 
tors crowded so thick about the last half 
mile that the racers had to finish in a nar- 
row lane and there were none of the usual 
exciting dashes for position. 

William Pettigrew of Lynn captured the 
time prize, to the great surprise of those 
who thought he was a back number. Two 
Newton men were in the list of prize win- 
ners, C. A. Ernholm of Newton Centre and 
T. O. Donohue of Newton, who finished 
9th and 23rd respectively. It was a great 
day for new riders as four of the first five 
riders home were novices. 

It was a perfect day for riding, and every 
one was out to enjoy it. Spectators .who 
saw the great number of wrecked wheels 
felt confidant they had found the reason 
why the bicycle makers are always so 
liberal in offering prizes for races. Handle 
bars broke, tires gave out, rims splintered, 
pedals came off, chains came apart, and 
frames bent out of shape, and evidently 
road racing is a great test of wheels. There 
were many exciting events not down on 
the program. 

One carriage drove over on the wrong 
side of tlie road, into the midst of a wheel 
club, and colliding with one rider, sent him 
headlong, and completely wrecked his 
wheel. The driver aid not stop to hear re- 
sults, but whipped up his horse and drove 
on. Some of the duo members, however, 
turned about and chased him for a mile or 
more, till they learned his name ami mi- 
dress. With so many careless and unskil- 
ful drivers, and so many careless riders, 
accidents are always bound to happen. 

PETTIGREW’S PRIZE WITHHELD. 

A question lias arisen as to whether or 
not “Billy” Pettigrew, who was awarded 
the first time prize in the Dedham rood 
race, really rode the in miles of the course, 
and in view of this Referee Percival lias 
sent to Secretary Gould of the race com- 
mittee the following letter. 

As I have very strong reasons to believe 
that W. M. Pettigrew, who started from 
the lm. mark, did not rule tin* whole dis- 
tance and failed to make the proper turn 
at Ilighlaudville, I ask you to withhold the 
first time prize, in order that I may make 
inquiry into the real facts of the case, and 
if .Sir. Pettigrew did not make the whole 
10 miles according to the route laid out by 
your club, I shall, as referee, disqualify 
him and award the first time prize to Mr. 
Elliott of Arlington. Kindly withhold the 
prize until further notice from me. 

Joe Bowden, who won the Dedham road 
race Monday, is one of the racing team of 
tlie Rhode Island Wheelmen, and has 
shown good speed on the track. His riding 
in the Dedham race was one of tlie features 
of the event, for lie more than held his own 
with the field, and finished good aud 
strong. He had competed in but one road 
race up to Monday, and hod won that in 
slow time, and consequently was not con- 
sidered a dangerous man, except by his in- 
timates. 

James Urquhart, » S. Bolting and L. D. 
F. Marstou. who finished second, third and 
fourth respectively in the Denham road 
race, are all most promising fellows, and 
the way they rode that race shoxvs them to 
be possessed of considerable speed. Mars- 
ton feels that if he had had an opportunity 
of sprinting the last half-mile, instead of 
being obliged to play “follow the leader” 
down that lane of humanity, he would have 
won second if not first position. Urquhart 
also feels that lie could have overhauled 
the winner had lie not been forced to light 
his way along, in constant danger of being 
knocked over l»y some heedless spectator. 

Nat and Tom Ihitler w ill not again he 
seen in au amateur event, for they will 
both ride as professionals at tin* opening of 
tlie track racing season.

Mr. Leeson's Interest in Newton.

In his own city of Newton Mr. Leeson 
has been no less active than in the larger 
movements which have been going on in, 
or have emanated from, Boston.

Jennie Ellis, the wife of said defendant, 
was seized in fee and continued to own in 
fee until sometime in October, ikto. a lot of 
laud abutting on said pond : and in October, 
INTO, the defendant acquired her rights 
therein, ami at that time, and since and at 
the present time owns in fee said lot of 
laud abutting on said pond; and at dif- 
ferent times between said ninth day of 
May, inks, and the present time, said de- 
fendant George If. Ellis has tilled in the 
land and made eucroacltments on the 
waters of said great pond for a long dis- 
tance below high water mark of said pond 
adjoining bis said laud, and 1ms done all 
said tilling in and made all said encroach- 
ments without any authority from the

THE HOME TEAM DOES HOME VERY CLEVER 

WORK HARVARD WINS It V A SMALL 

MARGIN. 

Twelve hundred followers of the New- 
ton Athletic Association ami Harvard 
teams saw an exciting game on the Cedar 
street grounds at Newton. Monday after- 
noon, and the rooters for the former team 
came within one of seeing their favorites 
win out.

The persons who want the Bulliueh front 
of the Boston State House torn down are 
an interesting lot, and they ought to go and 
get themselves photographed in a group.

Take for instance, 
the Hon. John Davis Long, some time 
Governor of tin* State, and always the 
Sweet Singer of II iughani. According to 
him “the dilapidation of the building is 
very serious. The roof is crocked, the 
dome is sinking, the walls are warped, and 
the doors are uncertain ; it is a tumble- 
down structure.” Admit that this is so. 
It may be that the singing voice of the Hon. 
John Davis Long is a little cracked now ; 
that its tones have become a little uncer- 
tain; that the reverberations from the 
canorous roof of his mouth have lost a little 
of their ancient melody. Arc these rea- 
sons for taking out the voice of Mr. Long? 

Boston, which destroyed the beautiful 
Hancock House in a moment of unholy 
greed or foolish forgetfulness, ought to he 
the last of towns to take any more liberties 
with the hullow cd memorials of its history.

THE CONGRESSIONAL CAMPAIGN. 

The contest for Gen. Draper’s successor 
promises to be a very lively one, from pres- 
ent indications, and candidates are coming 
out on all sides. The district was made 
more strongly Republican by the last ap- 
portionment. and the nomination will 
probably be equivalent to an election, so 
that most of the fighting will be done be- 
forehand. 

Senator Sprague is said to be far ahead 
of all other candidates, at present, os a 
good deal of work, has been done for him, 
and he is personally popular. He is not 
the equal of Gen. Draper, by any means, 
but is a man of fair ability, and if elected 
would give the state no reason to blush for 
him, as has been the case with some of our 
Congressmen. He has the command of 
large wealth, and would add to the social 
life of Washington. 

Wilbur II. Powers of Hyde Park is 
another candidate who has a good (leal of 
strength, and his services in the legislature, 
where he defeated the vicious apportion- 
ment scheme of Senator Lodge, made him 
many friends, who would look upon his 
advancement with favor. 

There are a number of other candidates 
outside of Newton, who are laying wires 
for the nomination, and will probably be 
heard from later, although their names 
have not yet got into the papers. 

From Newton there are two candidates 
now in the field, Hon. J. R. Leeson of New- 
ton Centre, whose ability and fitness are 
unquestioned, and whose name is being 
urged by prominent Republicans all over 
the district, as a man who is certainly the 
equal of Gen. Draper, and whose public 
spirit and experience in public affairs 
would make him a leader at Washington, 
lie will certainly have the support of a 
large number of the Newton delegates. 

Another candidate is also put forward by 
Newton Republicans, Mayor Henry E. 
Cobb. lie might be called the Newton 
Club candidate, as lie is very popular with 
club members, but without the united sup- 
port of Newton, his chances of success 
would not appear to be brilliant. His sup- 
porters must have the promise of outside 
support, or they would not bring him

TION FAVORS INSURGENT CAUSE. 

The second annual session of the Young 
Men’s congressional convention of eastern 
Massachusetts took place at Nonantum 
ball, Newton, Wednesday evening, and 
was attended by large delegations from the 
Young Men’s Christian Association con- 
gresses at Newton, Boston, Charlestown, 
Somerville, Malden, Melrose and other 
cities near Boston. Charles F. Johnson of 
Boston presided over the gathering as 
speaker. Charles Field of Boston was 
clerk and the bill before the convention 
was: 

“Resolved, by the Young Men’s con- 
gressional convention of eastern Massachu- 
setts, and by authority of the same, as fol 
lows: Section 1. That the president of 
tiie United States be requested to accord 
to the people of Cuba belligerent rights 
as the inhabitants of that island have 
organized a Republican form of govern- 
ment and are maintaining a successful 
struggle against Spanish authority. Sec- 
tion 2. That the people of the United 
States sympathize with the inhabitants of 
Cuba in their struggle for independence, 
and pledge their moral support to the 
cause in which they are engaged.” 

The speakers in support of the bill were 
E. L. Field of the Somerville congress. 
Harry Upham of the Boston congress and 
II. A. Fosdick of Somerville, and those in 
the negative were Samuel E. Thrasher of 
the Newton congress, Seth Mason of the 
Somerville organization and George II. 
Snfford of the Newton congress. The bill 
was passed by a vote of 22 to h. 

A motion was unanimously adopted by 
the convention thanking the Newton con- 
gress for courtesies extended, also the wo- 
men who had provided a collation, which 
was eaten after the adjournment of the 
convention.

work shortly after we got the walls 
started. 

"He was not a skilled workman but 
a good, active helper, and he struck mo 
at the time as being one of the most en- 
tertaining and cheerful liars it bad ever 
been my pleasuro to meet. One of his 
favorite tales was to the effect that ho 
was for three years trainer and boxing 
partner of the famous pugilist Jffrn 
Mnco and bad seconded the one time 
champion in two of bis most notable 
battles.

Most of t-lio tab- 
lets are advertised only in medical jour- 
nals, in accordance with the require- 
ments of the medical code, and many 
of them, no doubt, have obtained their 
popularity through their use by reputa- 
ble physicians. 

Quinine, which is now extremely 
cheap, is sold largely in the form of 
two grain pills or in larger pills con- 
taining iron. Although believed by 
many physicians to be a dangerous rem- 
edy, it has long been self prescribed by 
all sorts of persons, especially in mala- 
rial regions, and it is one of the reme- 
dies most frequently bought -without 
prescription. It is self prescribed for 
malaria in its many forms, to check a 
cold in its early stages, and as a tonic. 

Stimulants of one sort or another are 
sold in this furra, but more especially 
perhaps at the soda fountain, which has 
become a sort of medical dispensary. 
Many headache remedies are dispensed 
at the soda fountain. Some are recom- 
mended or suggested by the attendant, 
but many persons have their favorites 
among the various sedatives and febri- 
fuges, and some are called for as regu- 
larly as the frnit sirups. New remedies 
are constantly introduced through the 
soda fountains, and many old ones have 
long been included in the annually 
lengthening list of the soda water dis- 
I pensers. — New York Sun.

Will of Late John W. Carter. 

The will of the late John W. Carter of

He was first employed 
by C. A. White, a Boston dry goods mer- 
chant, and afterward became bookkeeper 
for the Shoe and Leather Dealers hank, 
w here he remained until 185:1, when he ac- 
cepted the nosit Ion of cashier of the Eliot 
National Hank. Boston, resigning in 18(15, 
when lie founded the hanking house of R. 
L. Day A Co., one of the most prosperous 
lmnkiug houses in Boston. 

For the past to years Mr. Day had not 
been actively connected with the house 
which hoars his name, his two sons assum- 
ing charge of the firm. 

Air. Day was a resident of Newton from 
1847 until 1874, w hen he bought a valuable 
estate at Framingham. He ow ned $(k),nno 
worth of real estate in Framingham, and 
was worth several hundred thousand dol- 
lars beside. The sons surviving him are 
Henry L. and Frank. His wife died about 
two years ago. 

He w as u member of Grace Congregation- 
al church, and was greatly Interested in 
missionary and benevolent objects, giving 
very liberally. Two weeks ago, on Easter 
Sunday, he subscribed S.'ski to the foreign 
missions collection at Grace church, lie 
also contributed largely to the support of 
Dwight L. Moody’s Bible training school 
at Northfleld.
